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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the introduction of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of the following: 


Part I— The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these Votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled on or 
before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans are divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPP) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on 
an organization’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(ies) and planned/expected results, 
including links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide additional details on risk management, 
operational and management priorities, transformational projects and grants and contributions, etc. They are tabled 
in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation- 
dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These 
documents are tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of 
Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPR) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation-dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and Il of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled three times a 
year, the first document in May, the second in late October and the final in late February. Each Supplementary Estimates 
document is identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. In special circumstances, more than three Supplementary Estimates 
documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
allocation priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of 
accomplishments achieved in DPRs, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

SUMMARY INFORMATION 


RAISON D’ETRE 


The Department of Canadian Heritage (the Department) and Canada’s major national cultural 
institutions play a vital role in the cultural, civic and economic life of Canadians. We work 
together to support culture, the arts, heritage, official languages, citizenship and participation, 
Aboriginal, youth, and sport initiatives. 


RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Department of Canadian Heritage is responsible for policies and the delivery of programs 
that help all Canadians participate in their shared cultural and civic life. The Department’s 
legislative mandate is set out in the Department of Canadian Heritage Act and in other statutes 
for which the Minister of Canadian Heritage and Official Languages is responsible, which presents 
a wide-ranging list of responsibilities for the Minister under the heading of “Canadian identity and 
values, cultural development, and heritage.” 


The Department oversees the administration of numerous laws, notably: the Broadcasting Act, 
the Copyright Act and the Investment Canada Act (the latter two acts are shared with Industry 
Canada), the Official Languages Act (Part VII), the Museums Act, the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act, the Status of the Artist Act, and the Physical Activity and Sport Act (shared with 
Health Canada). 


The Department of Canadian Heritage is specifically responsible for formulating and 
implementing cultural policies related to copyright, foreign investment and broadcasting, as well 
as policies related to arts, culture, heritage, official languages, sport, state ceremonial and 
protocol, and Canadian symbols. The Department’s main program activities are the funding of 
community and third-party organizations to promote the benefits of culture, identity, and sport 
for Canadians. 


The Minister of Canadian Heritage and Official Languages is accountable to Parliament for the 
Department and the 20 organizations that make up the Canadian Heritage Portfolio. 


CONTRIBUTION TO THE FEDERAL SUSTAINABLE DEVELOPMENT 
STRATEGY 


The Federal Sustainable Development Strategy (FSDS) represents a major step forward for the 
Government of Canada by including environmental sustainability and strategic environmental 
assessment as an integral part of its decision-making processes. Contributions of the 
Department of Canadian Heritage to the FSDS are further explained in Sections II, III and IV of 
this Report.

Additionally, while Canada has fared well following the global recession, it is entering a period of 
slow recovery. This fragile recovery is setting out the roadmap to increased government financial 
restraints. At the same time, citizen expectations for responsive, service-oriented, efficient and 
effective government programs are on the rise. Accountability, financial responsibility, and 
transparency remain paramount in this context. As a result, policy challenges are growing in 
number and complexity, requiring government organizations to establish a more integrated 
approach to managing risks to ensure policy and program relevance and achievement of results. 


Canadian Heritage's work is influenced by these external and internal factors. The Department’s 
programs and services are influenced by the policies and priorities of the Government of Canada 
as a whole and must continue to adapt to social, economic and technological trends. The 
Department operates within this complex and interconnected environment that provide both 
opportunities and challenges. Canadian Heritage attempts to identify these opportunities and 
challenges through its Corporate Risk Profile. These key challenges and opportunities play a 
critical role in shaping the Department's priorities and strategies for the future. 
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Strategic (External) Risks 


One of the main external risks faced by the Department of Canadian Heritage comes from the 

ability to anticipate change in Canadian society and adapt to the evolving needs of citizens and 
stakeholders. The Department continues to monitor the external environment, especially as it 

relates to the impact of the digital revolution, and will continue to implement its programs and 
work toward adjusting key policies and legislative frameworks. 


Among the Department's strategic risks is the ability to address challenges in light of current 
financial pressures and realities. To mitigate this risk, the Department is strengthening its 
business planning and budgeting process to ensure that its resources are devoted to the highest 
priority items. Canadian Heritage will also take steps to realign human resources to better 
address the shifting workload demands, and manage complex policies and events. 


Moreover, since its programs are multi-tiered and influenced by many stakeholders, the 
Department will continue its efforts to maintain and expand dialogue with various stakeholders 
and with partners from across the federal government, and, as well, at the provincial/territorial 
levels, in order to achieve a strong level of success with available resource levels. 


Operational (Internal) Risks 


In 2010-11, the Department embarked on an important Transformation Initiative exercise. This 
exercise will continue over the course of fiscal year 2011-12. Its aim is to modernize the 
Department of Canadian Heritage’s operations and seek innovative solutions to better serve 
Canadians and address departmental financial challenges. Overall, this initiative will help 
Canadian Heritage turn potential risks into opportunities leading to an alignment of resources, 
processes and organizational design that delivers on priorities and expected results in a more 
effective, empowering and efficient manner. The following are key initiatives to be addressed 
through the Transformation Initiative to mitigate the risks related to previously planned 
departmental budget reductions: 


o An Internal Services Review initiative designed to streamline and simplify internal 
processes to effectively support the Department’s mandate while meeting central agency 
and legislative requirements. 


o A Grants and Contributions Modernization initiative designed to simplify processes 
for repeat, reliable clients, implement affordable technological improvements, and 
standardize our business processes to significantly reduce costs while improving services. 


In 2011-12, the Department of Canadian Heritage will continue to promote integration of risk 
management practices to address ongoing challenges related to stewardship, accountability and 
governance by engaging and supporting all levels of management in their responsibilities. The 
Department will continue to be a prudent manager of public funds, an innovative department in 
policy development and a well-balanced workplace.

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Between 2007-08 and 2008-09, actual spending remained stable, mainly due to the funding of 
some programs/initiatives such as Québec 2008, the Building Communities through Arts and 
Heritage program, the Official Languages support programs and the federal policy for hosting 
international sport events. In 2009-10, the increase in actual spending is mainly due to the 2010 
Olympic and Paralympic Winter Games (such as Torch Relay initiatives and funding to enhance 
Canada’s strategic investment in the 2010 Olympic and Paralympic Winter Games) and Canada’s 
Economic Action Plan. 


The reduction in forecast spending for 2010-11 is mainly due to the end of the 2010 Olympic and 
Paralympic Winter Games. 


The reduction in planned spending for 2011-12 is mainly due to the wind-down of the funding 
provided under Canada’s Economic Action Plan. The increase in planned spending in 2012-13 and 
2013-14 is primarily due to the 2015 Pan American and Parapan American Games.

Program Cultural : 


This strategic outcome speaks to the importance placed by the Government of Canada on the 
continuing existence and public availability of Canadian cultural products, artistic work by 
Canadian creators and performers, and Canada’s tangible and intangible cultural heritage.

The arts forge connections between artists and audiences; they benefit Canadians by 
encouraging the exploration and understanding of Canadian values, heritage and identity as 
shaped by our linguistic, ethno-cultural, Aboriginal and regional diversity. The 2007 Arts and 
Heritage Access and Availability Survey reported that nearly three-quarters of Canadians feel 
that arts and cultural events are important in terms of their quality of life and help to maintain a 
balance in their lives. 


The arts also provide tangible economic benefits. The 2006 Census identified 141,000 artists in 
Canada. Through the on-going development of their products and services, these individuals 
contributed to making Canada a more vibrant and prosperous country: the arts sector alone 
contributed 2.51 billion dollars’ to the gross domestic product (GDP) in 2003. And the arts help 
to build Canada’s cultural tourism sector and foster Canada’s competitive advantage in the global 
tourism market. 


Investing in the arts is a proven mechanism for building economic return. In 2006, the Council 
for Business and the Arts in Canada reported that the economic return on public arts investment 
is more than two times when direct and indirect benefits are calculated and grows to more than 
eight times when the ripple effect is felt throughout the country.

Planning Highlights 


The direction the Department is taking regarding internal services for 2011-12 stems from the 
2010 Throne Speech in which the Government of Canada reiterated its commitment to restore 
the country’s economy and to restore the fiscal balance, along with the Department’s own 
financial pressures and challenges. As a result, Canadian Heritage is considering how to increase 
its cost-effectiveness and efficiency while maintaining the quality and level of service in relation 
to program delivery. 


In 2010-11, the Department of Canadian Heritage will focus on four management priorities: 
public service renewal; grants and contributions modernization; integration of financial, human 
resources and program performance information; and maximization of the effectiveness and 
efficiency of internal services. The latter two priorities stem from the Management Accountability 
Framework assessment. Taken together, these four priorities will ensure that best practices and 
excellence in management are promoted across the organization. 


The modernization of grants and contributions and the review of the effectiveness and efficiency 
of internal services relate to the Department’s capability to deliver its programs and to maintain 
sound management. These priorities are key elements of Canadian Heritage's effort to reinforce 
management practices — which means getting better results for Canadians and ensuring value 
for money. 
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On the other hand, the public service renewal and integration of financial, human resources and 
program performance information priorities refer to the Department’s ability to manage its 
business activities. These two priorities are linked to the efficiency of Canadian Heritage’s agenda 
— which means building an effective and cohesive organization based on an integrated planning 
approach. Effectiveness requires a clear approach and vision on where the Department is going 
and how we will get there. 


These priorities are supported by the Transformation Initiative, which the Department has 
embarked on in 2010-11. The objective of this initiative is to modernize Canadian Heritage’s 
operations and seek innovative solutions to financial challenges faced by the Department so as to 
better serve Canadians. This exercise will continue over the course of the 2011-12 fiscal year. 


Key Initiatives 


The Transformation Initiative that the Department of Canadian Heritage has undertaken to 
modernize its own operations includes two key initiatives in 2011-12: 


o In 2010-11, a horizontal assessment of all corporate activities was undertaken to optimize 
the delivery of internal services. In 2011-12, the Department will implement strategies to 
address the result of the assessment. The strategies will support the Department’s ability 
to meet central agency and legislative requirements and effectively support the 
departmental mandate. This key initiative will also contribute to maximization of the 
effectiveness and efficiency of internal services management priority while minimizing any 
impact on clients. 


o The Grants and Contributions Modernization aims to establish a process that will enable 
Canadian Heritage to simplify, streamline and improve service for the benefits of the 
Department’s Grants and Contributions clients. In 2011-12, the Department will pilot new 
approaches to managing the Grants and Contributions process and introduce technology 
improvements to effectively improve service at lower cost. The growing use of digital 
technologies and the expectations Canadians now have for fast, reliable and transparent 
services are the drivers influencing the organizational context for this change. As 
mentioned with respect to program activities, this key initiative will also have direct impact 
on programs which deals with grants and contributions beneficiaries (program activities 1, 
Sand 5),

Section | - Apercu du Ministére_ 
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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the introduction of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of the following: 


Part I— The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these Votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled on or 
before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans are divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPP) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on 
an organization’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(ies) and planned/expected results, 
including links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide additional details on risk management, 
operational and management priorities, transformational projects and grants and contributions, etc. They are tabled 
in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation- 
dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These 
documents are tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of 
Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPR) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation-dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled three times a 
year, the first document in May, the second in late October and the final in late February. Each Supplementary Estimates 
document is identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. In special circumstances, more than three Supplementary Estimates 
documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
allocation priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of 
accomplishments achieved in DPRs, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

Message from the Acting Chief Commissioner 


The Canadian Human Rights Commission ensures that Canadians can participate equally and fully 
in a society free from discrimination. We do this by applying the Canadian Human Rights Act 
and the Employment Equity Act, and by fostering understanding of legal protections afforded to 
individuals, as well as the obligations of federally regulated employers and service providers 
under the law. 


Our strategic priorities evolve in pace with the evolving human rights environment in Canada. 
A momentous change in that environment shapes the first of our two key priorities for 2011-12: 
for the first time in history, over 700,000 Aboriginal persons living under the /ndian Act will 
have full access to human rights protection in June 2011. To address this imminent change, the 
Commission is supporting First Nations as they prepare to address human rights issues within 
their own communities. 


This is taking place against the backdrop of Canada’s formal endorsement of the UN Declaration 
on the Rights of Indigenous Peoples, a step that the Commission has long been vocal in advocating. 
Through this endorsement, Canada joins the international community in a demonstration of its 
dedication to improving the conditions of Indigenous peoples, at home and around the world. 


Our second priority in the year ahead is to provide federally regulated organizations with the tools 
and information necessary to create a self-sustaining human rights culture. The Commission 
will develop more model policies on key human rights issues, apply a newly created framework 
for identifying and addressing systemic issues, and document alternative dispute resolution 
processes used by employers and service providers. 


We are moving forward with the broader launch of the Human Rights Maturity Model, which 
has been piloted by several federally regulated employers. The Maturity Model is the first of its 
kind: a roadmap for implementing workforce practices that improve the organization’s human 
rights capacity, step by step. 


The Commission’s accomplishments are the result of a diverse and talented team of professionals. It 
is a privilege to lead a team so dedicated to promoting and protecting equality rights. We share 
a collective inspiration to be the voice of those who cannot always speak for themselves and to 
create a future free from discrimination for all Canadians.

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SECTION I 
OVERVIEW 


1.1 Summary Information 


Raison d'‘étre 


The Canadian Human Rights Commission’s founding legislation inspires a vision for Canada 
in which “all individuals should have an opportunity equal with other individuals to make for 
themselves the lives that they are able and wish to have,” free from discrimination. 


The Commission leads the administration of the Canadian Human Rights Act (CHRA) and ensures 
compliance with the Employment Equity Act (EEA). The CHRA prohibits discrimination on the 
grounds of race, national or ethnic origin, colour, religion, age, sex, sexual orientation, marital 
status, family status, disability, and conviction for which a pardon has been granted. The EEA 
promotes equality in the workplace for four designated groups: women, Aboriginal people, persons 
with disabilities and members of visible minorities. 


Both laws apply the principles of equal opportunity and non-discrimination to federal government 
departments and agencies, Crown corporations, and federally regulated private sector organizations. 
The provinces and territories have laws similar to the CHRA that address discrimination within 
their jurisdiction. 


Responsibilities 


The Commission develops and disseminates regulations, policies and knowledge; initiatives to 
prevent discrimination; and dispute resolution services to help address inquiries and complaints. It 
works with employers, service providers, individuals, unions, governmental and non-governmental 
organizations, and provincial/territorial and international human rights bodies to foster understanding 
and a commitment to achieving a society that respects human rights in everyday practice. 


The Commission is responsible for developing and implementing information programs to foster 
public understanding of the CHRA and of the role and activities of the Commission. The 
Commission also undertakes and sponsors research programs related to its duties and functions 
under the CHRA. 


The Commission’s mandate includes receiving and processing human rights complaints. 
Throughout this process, the Commission encourages settlements by providing opportunities for 
dialogue and mediation. Under the EEA, the Commission audits federally regulated employers 
to ensure that they are providing equal opportunities for employment.

1.4 Risk Analysis 


The Commission operates within a statutory mandate. Parliament has entrusted the Commission 
with implementing the CHRA and ensuring compliance with the EEA. A range of factors may 
influence the Commission’s ability to achieve the expected results described in this report. Further 
to a review and evaluation of these factors, the following two risks were identified as having the 
most potential to impact the Commission’s ability to achieve expected results in the short-term. 


1) The risk that we will not be able to meet increasing service demands and complaint volumes. 


¢ As the number of Canadians that are exposed to information about and protection provided 
by the CHRA and the EEA increases, the Commission has experienced a comparable 
increase in service demands for awareness, consultation and dialogue sessions on human 
rights, employment equity and dispute resolution services. The success of and interest in 
the Commission’s awareness and outreach efforts may not allow us to satisfy these requests 
and thereby meet the expectations of Canadians, within existing resources. In response, the 
Commission’s efforts to raise awareness and understanding of the Acts will focus on developing 
and delivering more supportive tools and model policies. 
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¢ Due in part to the Commission’s awareness activities, the intake of complaints has increased 
by approximately 30% over the past three years. It is anticipated that this increase will continue 
as the full repeal of section 67 of the CHRA takes effect in June of 2011. For the first time, 
members from First Nation communities will be able to file complaints on actions resulting 
from the administration of the Indian Act. The Commission received temporary funding 
to prepare for this legislated change. As the temporary funding sunsets in 2013-14, the trend 
of increasing workload volumes will place additional pressure on current resources and may 
impact the Commission’s ability to deal with complaints in a timely manner. Canadians may 
perceive that the Commission is unable to maintain existing program delivery standards. 
In response, the Commission will focus on increasing the capacity of federally regulated 
employers to resolve discrimination issues within their communities and organizations based 
on internal conflict resolution processes. 


2) The risk that our role and mandate is not being clearly understood by all Canadians. 


Many factors currently affect the modern human rights environment, including Canada’s 
enviable human rights record in comparison to many other countries and the increasing 
complexity of human rights law and discrimination cases. These factors may result in a 
misperception of domestic human rights and discrimination issues. Misperceptions, in turn, 
may have the effect of reducing public support for the need to continue our role towards 
establishing a diverse Canadian society that promotes equality and workplaces that comply 
with human rights legislation. In response, the Commission is recalibrating its communication 
activities to focus on our mandate and the continuing need to foster respect for human rights 
and to promote a society where human rights are understood and individuals are protected 
from discrimination.

Planning Highlights 


Multiple initiatives under the Human Rights Knowledge Development and Dissemination 
Program will contribute to the 2011-12 priority of increased capacity of First Nations to 
address human rights issues within their own communities. The program will collaboratively 
develop and disseminate additional tools to further promote understanding of the Canadian 
Human Rights Act within First Nations. It will also help strengthen the capacity to resolve 
discrimination issues using community-based (internal) conflict resolution processes. The 
Commission will continue to engage with Aboriginal stakeholders on human rights issues, and 
identify and advance understanding and resolution of systemic discrimination issues that affect 
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Aboriginal and First Nations communities. The Commission will also continue to improve its own 
capacity to serve First Nations and Aboriginal communities in a culturally relevant manner. This 
includes increasing the Commission’s understanding of how to give due regard to First Nations’ 
legal traditions and customary law, and the balancing of collective and individual rights. 


The Human Rights Knowledge Development and Dissemination Program will contribute to 
the 2011-12 priority of federally regulated organizations demonstrating progress toward developing 
a self-sustaining human rights culture in three main ways: engaging stakeholders strategically; 
developing relevant tools; and improving knowledge dissemination and information exchange. 


The Commission will complete research and consultations on the topical issues of family status 
and religious accommodation to help develop related policies or guides. It will continue to develop 
model employer policies. 


To ensure the widest reach and take-up, the Commission will further improve the dissemination 
of its policies and tools, as well as key jurisprudence and information about international 
human rights standards, to employers, service providers and others. The Commission will 
disseminate the Framework for Documenting Equality Rights, an innovative new tool for 
developing a comprehensive picture of equality in Canada, and it will complete the framework’s 
first national report. 


Benefits for Canadians 


By consulting with stakeholders, gathering data, partnering with experts and synthesizing 
commentary from international bodies, the Commission ensures that relevant, accurate, and timely 
information and evidence fully illuminate the human rights situation in Canada, including in 
Aboriginal and First Nations communities. 


The combination of the Commission’s analysis of current domestic and international issues with 
a human rights lens and its development of tools for a variety of human rights issues in plain 
language raises awareness and translates complex legal and social issues into more accessible 
and understandable formats. 


The Commission also provides employers and service providers with additional tools, such as 
model policies, to strengthen their capacity to both consider human rights impacts and offer 
improved protections in areas under their authority. The Commission’s planned activities will 
help keep workplaces, governmental and non-governmental organizations, and other decision 
makers informed of the human rights aspects of a wide range of issues. 


These activities benefit Canadians because they will be more likely to work in places that better 
understand the human rights impacts of decisions, and will therefore be more likely to provide 
human rights protections. Canadians will also be more likely to receive programs and services 
that are relevant to their daily lives and that respect their diversity. 


Canadians will also benefit from improved human rights information dissemination, as they will 
have an increased understanding of human rights and responsibilities, will be better equipped 

to identify human rights issues in their own organizations and communities, and will be better 
prepared to participate in resolving concerns where they arise.

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Planning Highlights 


The Discrimination Prevention Program contributes to the Commission’s strategic outcome by 
helping federally regulated employers implement workforce practices that continuously improve 
their organizations’ human rights competencies. The program integrates multiple processes to: 


* encourage recruitment, retention and representation that reflects Canada’s diversity; 
¢ foster efficient, collaborative and innovative workplaces; and 


* empower and support employees and managers in making a difference in their workplaces. 


To this end, the Commission has improved its employment equity audit program to put a greater 
emphasis on employers that are less successful in achieving equality in the workplace. In doing so, 
the Commission’s employment equity program is fostering greater efficiencies and a stronger 
positive impact for designated groups. Furthermore, employment equity status reports are now being 
issued to more successful employers to acknowledge their success while identifying challenges. 
These changes have allowed the program to significantly increase its reach with employers. 


In all cases, the Commission’s new business approach takes into account the employer’s 
environmental context, provides an incentive to move beyond basic employment equity legislative 
requirements, and encourages the continuous improvement of employment equity in the workplace. 
Moreover, the employment equity reports and status reports also serve as communication tools 
between the Commission and employers. Employers are encouraged to take into account the 
ongoing growth in labour market availability of designated groups. This innovative and proactive 
step helps to persuade employers to do more than what is required by the legislation and thus 
ensure better representation of all designated groups. 


In its continuing efforts to nurture self-sustaining human rights cultures in federally regulated 
workplaces, the Commission will officially launch its Human Rights Maturity Model (HRMM) 

in 2011-12, following a pilot test. The HRMM is intended to serve as a roadmap and performance 
measurement framework for employers and service providers, bargaining agents and employees. 


Overall, the Discrimination Prevention Program will support the 2011-12 priority to give federally 
regulated organizations the tools and information necessary to create a self-sustaining human 
rights culture by strengthening the communication element of the employment equity approach, 
and by launching and promoting the HRMM. 


The program will also contribute to the second priority by continuing its efforts to help strengthen 
capacity through the development of tools to help First Nations and Aboriginal communities 
prevent, manage and resolve discrimination issues. 


Benefits for Canadians 


The HRMM is a concrete invitation to employers to improve their human rights capacity, boosting 
the Commission’s ongoing role of resolving disputes and conducting employment equity 
audits. This new tool, developed in partnership with employers, relies on the latter’s engagement 
and innovation to create better workplaces for Canadians. This model also conveys to organizations 
the importance of employment equity in becoming an employer of choice. 
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By creating synergy between an organization’s multiple human rights-related processes and the 
HRMM, the Commission provides a model for implementing workforce practices that continuously 
improve an organization’s human rights culture. 


Organizations are involved in defining what support they need to better integrate respect for human 
rights in their workplaces. The immediate outcome of this stakeholder engagement is raising 
awareness of the HRMM, its benefits for the organization and its usefulness as a tool to enhance 
organizational human rights. This is followed by strengthened skills, capacities, practices and 
systems with respect to human rights. The ultimate benefit for Canadians is an integrated approach 
to human rights issues and self-sustaining human rights cultures that are fostered in federally

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Planning Highlights 


This program activity contributes to the achievement of the Commission’s strategic outcome by 
providing dispute resolution services in cases of alleged discrimination by federally regulated 
employers, unions and service providers. The Human Rights Dispute Resolution Program will 
contribute to the achievement of the Commission’s strategic outcome by implementing systems 
and tools that are integrated with a Commission-wide framework. This program will also report on 
trends in the complaints stream, contributing to the Commission’s focus on raising awareness 
and developing tools to address systemic issues. 


As of June 2011, the Commission will be able to accept complaints against First Nations 
governments that were previously barred by section 67. The program’s priority will be to provide 
an effective process for the treatment of such complaints. The Commission will make available its 
network of Aboriginal mediators to help First Nations communities resolve human rights disputes 
within their own communities. In appropriate cases, the Commission will encourage parties to 
avail themselves of internal redress mechanisms before the Commission deals with the complaint. 


Benefits for Canadians 


The parties to all cases, resolved or unresolved, benefit from fair, expeditious and accessible 
human rights processes, and gain an increased understanding of the CHRA. 


For dispute resolution services to be meaningful, the parties to disputes need to understand the 
Commission’s processes. Their satisfaction with the services they receive is an important indicator 
of the Commission’s success. The Commission emphasizes the importance of dealing with 
complaints and finding solutions through dialogue by encouraging non-adversarial methods of 
dispute resolution. 


Through exposure to the dispute resolution process, parties should have a better understanding of 
their rights and responsibilities under the CHRA. The ultimate benefit to Canadians is protection 
from discrimination and increased compliance with the CHRA by federally regulated employers. 


By participating in precedent-setting human rights cases, the Commission contributes to the 
clarification and development of Canadian human rights law overall, which increases protection 
for all Canadians and affirms the fundamental value of supporting diversity.

The Commission’s Internal Services will lead the process to adopt one methodology to be used 
across the Commission for assessing the impact and likelihood of risks. Once implemented, the 
Commission will be in a strong position to establish a consistent approach to risk management 
planning throughout the organization. The Corporate Management Branch will pilot the chosen 
methodology on several Internal Services processes (such as aging information technology, 
security assessments and high-risk expenditures) and adapt the process to the Commission’ s 
program activity requirements.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the introduction of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of the following: 


Part I— The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part Il —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these Votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled on or 
before March 1. 


Part II! — Departmental Expenditure Plans are divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPP) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on 
an organization’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(ies) and planned/expected results, 
including links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide additional details on risk management, 
operational and management priorities, transformational projects and grants and contributions, etc. They are tabled 
in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation- 
dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These 
documents are tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of 
Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPR) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation-dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled three times a 
year, the first document in May, the second in late October and the final in late February. Each Supplementary Estimates 
document is identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. In special circumstances, more than three Supplementary Estimates 
documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
allocation priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of 
accomplishments achieved in DPRs, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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Chairperson’s Message 


The Canadian Human Rights Tribunal is the administrative body that hears complaints of 
discrimination in the federally regulated sphere that have been referred to it by the Canadian 
Human Rights Commission. It hears from complainants and respondents alike, as well as from 
interested third parties, including the Canadian Human Rights Commission. 


On November 2, 2009, since my appointment as Chairperson of the Canadian Human Rights 
Tribunal took effect, we have embarked on a new vision of providing access to justice for 
ordinary Canadians through an expedited complaint resolution process. This is particularly 
important given the amendments to s. 67 of the Act. This expedited process involves intensive 
pre-hearing case management to narrow the issues of litigation and to abbreviate the hearings by 
focusing on facts in dispute. Pre-hearing conferences have shortened hearing times by more than 
50 percent in some cases. 


Concurrently, the Tribunal has continued to promote and refine an alternative dispute resolution 
program. In November 2009, the Tribunal began exploring the use of dispute resolution models 
emanating from, among others, the superior courts in Alberta, as well as from other jurisdictions 
such as labour and human rights regimes. During November 2009 to March 2010, of the 13 cases 
where evaluative mediation was used, twelve cases were settled. The Tribunal has also cleared 
the backlog of outstanding cases. 


When hearings proceed, they are conducted openly, fairly and transparently. The Tribunal 
assesses evidence and issues rulings intended to inform the parties and Canadians at large about 
the Canadian Human Right Act as it applies to specific facts that arise in complaints. The 
Tribunal’s goal is to give access to speedy, open, fair and transparent hearings, and to provide 
Just, concise and well-reasoned rulings on complaints of discrimination and employment 
inequity. 


I will continue to work closely with stakeholders as the Tribunal moves forward with efforts to 
efficiently and fairly administer operations and improve its processes and practices. In closing, it 
must be noted this work was completed with the assistance of a skilled cadre of staff and 
Tribunal members actively engaged in change management while performing their duties with 
care, respect and professionalism.

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Raison d’étre and Responsibilities 


Raison d’étre 


The Tribunal — The Canadian Human Rights Tribunal (the Tribunal) is a quasi-judicial body 
that considers complaints of discrimination within the federally regulated sphere that originate 
from individuals or groups who believe they have been discriminated against pursuant to the 
Canadian Human Rights Act (CHRA). These complaints are initially brought to the Canadian 
Human Rights Commission and, after consideration, responded to by the Commission or referred 
to the Tribunal. The Tribunal also hears complaints of discrimination referred by the 
Commission pursuant to the Employment Equity Act (EEA). 


The purposes of the Tribunal are to protect individuals from discrimination and promote equal 
opportunity by: 


(1) conducting mediation activities, holding hearings and making rulings about 
whether the activities complained of contravene the CHRA; and 


(11) conducting mediation activities, holding hearings and making rulings on 
complaints brought under the EEA. 


Canadian Human Rights Act — The purpose of this Act is to extend the laws in Canada to give 
effect to the principle — within the purview of matters coming within the legislative authority of 
Parliament — that all individuals should have an opportunity equal with other individuals to: 

(i) make for themselves the lives that they are able and wish to have; and (ii) have their needs 
accommodated, consistent with their duties and obligations as members of society. Individuals 
should be able to do so without being hindered in or prevented from doing so by discriminatory 
practices based on race, national or ethnic origin, colour, religion, age, sex, sexual orientation, 
marital status, family status, disability or conviction for an offence for which a pardon has been 
granted. 


Employment Equity Act — The purpose of this Act is to achieve equality in the workplace so 
that no person shall be denied employment opportunities or benefits for reasons unrelated to 
ability and, in the fulfillment of that goal, to correct the conditions of disadvantage in 
employment experienced by women, Aboriginal peoples, persons with disabilities and members 
of visible minorities, by giving effect to the principle that employment equity means more than 
treating persons in the same way, but also requires special measures and the accommodation of 
differences. 


Roles and Responsibilities 


Organization Overview — The Tribunal is a small, permanent organization that operates at 
arm’s length from government. It comprises: 


a) a full-time Chairperson and a full-time Vice-Chairperson, as well as up to another 
thirteen full- or part-time appointed members, who conduct hearings; 

b) thirteen Registry employees, who provide support to the mediation and hearing 
processes; and 
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c) thirteen Internal Services employees, who provide services in finance, procurement, 
administration, human resources, information management and technology, 
accommodation, and security. 


Through the Chairperson, the Tribunal reports to Parliament via the Minister of Justice. It is not 
an advocate for the CHRA as that is the role of the Commission. The Tribunal may inquire only 
into complaints under the CHRA that are referred to it by the Commission, usually after a full 
investigation by the Commission. The Commission resolves most cases without the Tribunal’s 
intervention. Cases referred to the Tribunal generally involve complicated legal issues, new 
human rights issues, unexplored areas of discrimination or multi-faceted evidentiary complaints 
that must be heard under oath, especially in cases with conflicting evidence that involve issues of 
credibility. The Tribunal’s jurisdiction covers matters that come within the legislative authority 
of the Parliament of Canada, including those concerning federal government departments and 
agencies, as well as banks, airlines and other federally regulated employers and providers of 
goods, services, facilities and accommodation. 


The Tribunal has a statutory mandate to apply the CHRA and the EEA based solely on the 
evidence presented and on current case law. It holds public hearings to inquire into complaints of 
discrimination or employment equity. Based on evidence and the law, it determines whether 
discrimination has occurred. If it makes a finding of discrimination, the Tribunal determines the 
appropriate remedy to compensate the complainant of the discriminatory practice. Section 53 of 
the CHRA lists the remedies that complainants are allowed to ask for. Sections 54 and 54.1 
impose certain limitations on the Tribunal’s remedial powers. 


Members — To be eligible for appointment by the Governor in Council, Tribunal members 
must have experience, expertise, interest in and sensitivity to human rights. Under the CHRA, 
both the Chairperson and the Vice-Chairperson must have been a member of the bar for more 
than ten years. Terms of office are up to five years for the thirteen full- or part-time members and 
up to seven years for the Chairperson and Vice-Chairperson. Throughout their terms, Tribunal 
members take training and attend briefing sessions on such topics as decision-writing techniques, 
evidence and procedure, and in-depth analysis of Canadian human rights issues. 


Registry Operations — Administrative responsibility for the Tribunal rests with the Registry. It 
plans and arranges hearings, acts as liaison between the parties and Tribunal members, assists 
members with research and administrative matters such as travel, and maintains records and 
manages the case management system called the Toolkit. The Registry under the authority of the 
Chairperson is accountable for the operating resources that Parliament allocates to the Tribunal. 


Internal Services — Internal Services are activities and resources that support the needs of the 
Tribunal’s operating program and other corporate obligations. They include corporate, legal, 
financial, human resources, and information management and technology services. Human 
resources services are supplemented through a contractual agreement with Public Works and 
Government Services Canada. 
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Strategic Outcome and Program Activity Architecture 


The Tribunal has one strategic outcome: 


Individuals have equal access, as determined by the Canadian Human Rights Act and the 
Employment Equity Act, to fair and equitable adjudication of human rights and employment 
equity cases that are brought before the Tribunal. 


There are two program activities conducted to support achievement of the strategic outcome: 

(1) Hearings of complaints before the Tribunal; and (2) Internal Services. The following graphic 
depicts the relationship between the Tribunal’s strategic outcome and the related Government of 
Canada overall outcome for Canadians.

Risk Analysis 


The Tribunal faces two principal operational risks over the planning period. 


l, 


Unpredictable Workload. The repeal of Section 67 of the CHRA in 2008 extended 
human rights protection to individuals who were formerly unable to avail themselves of 
these protections. Decisions made or actions taken by band councils and the federal 
government under the /ndian Act were, until recently, exempt from the application of the 
CHRA. Complaints that used to be filed with the Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development pursuant to the /ndian Act will now come before the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission. The Tribunal expects that the Commission will refer some of these 
specific complaints to it but cannot at this time predict how many. Moreover, some of 
these cases referred to the Tribunal are likely to be complex since they will be exploring 
new areas of human rights law, requiring additional time and resources for research, 
mediation, hearings and rulings. 


Adequate Resources to Conduct Timely Mediations/Hearings. Currently, the Tribunal 
is managing its caseload and conducting mediations and hearings within a reasonably 
responsive timeframe; the Tribunal has enough resources to avoid incurring a backlog of 
complaints. However, if the demand for hearings increases because of the 2008 CHRA 
amendments, the Tribunal will either have to seek additional resources or delay hearings 
until resources become available. This matter will be carefully monitored through the 
Tribunal’s Toolkit case management system.

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Planning Highlights 

The Tribunal is developing a new vision of providing access to justice for ordinary Canadians 
through an expedited complaint resolution process. This expedited process involves intensive 
pre-hearing case management to narrow the issues of litigation and to abbreviate the hearings by 
focusing on facts in dispute. It also involves the use of evaluative mediation' as opposed to 
interest-based mediation’ to resolve complaints. 


The Tribunal will actively monitor its caseload of mediations and hearings using a case 
management system called the Toolkit. The purpose of this activity is to collect and analyze 
performance indicator data, assess performance against stated targets and report this information 
in its annual Performance Report to Parliament. In addition, information and findings from the 
assessment will be used to formulate evidence-based decisions respecting any adjustments to 
Registry operations or the Rules and Procedures of the Tribunal (chrt-tcdp.gc.ca/NS/about- 
apropos/trp-rpt-eng.asp). 


In support of the Greening Government Operations initiative, all staff and members will be 
encouraged to work electronically to reduce the demand for printed documents, in particular 
draft versions of reports, hearings, mediations and other information that is used internally prior 
to producing print-quality documents and reports. 


Benefits for Canadians 


The Tribunal helps to entrench equality into the daily lives of Canadians, a contribution that 
fosters cultural harmony, social stability and improved relationships. The Tribunal accomplishes 
this by: (1) enabling parties to access the Tribunal’s services in a timely manner (ii) conducting 
transparent and objective mediation activities and hearings; and (ii1) providing just and well- 
reasoned decisions on an individual’s or a group’s complaint of discrimination. 


Evaluative mediation is a process facilitated by a mediator to assess the relative strengths and weaknesses of each 
party’s position and to determine the likely results if the issue(s) between the parties were decided by a hearing. 
Interest-based mediation is a process facilitated by a mediator to establish each party’s interests in the issue(s) and 
to develop a resolution that addresses, to the greatest degree possible, those interests so that the parties can 
commit to the resolution.

Priorities 
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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the introduction of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of the following: 


Part | — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these Votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled on or 
before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans are divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPP) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on 
an organization’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(ies) and planned/expected results, 
including links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide additional details on risk management, 
operational and management priorities, transformational projects and grants and contributions, etc. They are tabled 
in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation- 
dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These 
documents are tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of 
Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPR) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation-dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and I of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled three times a 
year, the first document in May, the second in late October and the final in late February. Each Supplementary Estimates 
document is identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. In special circumstances, more than three Supplementary Estimates 
documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
allocation priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of 
accomplishments achieved in DPRs, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds. 
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Minister’s Message 


It is my pleasure to present to my parliamentary colleagues, and all 
Canadians, the Canadian Institutes of Health Research (CIHR) Report on 
Plans and Priorities for the fiscal year 2011-2012. 


As a member of the Government of Canada’s Health Portfolio, CIHR funds 
research that will improve the health of Canadians, strengthen Canada’s 
health-care system, and produce commercially viable products and 
services. 


CIHR is at the core of a vibrant, innovative and internationally competitive 
health research community in Canada. This sector is critical not only to the 
health and well-being of Canadians, but also to the prosperity of our economy and sustainability of our 
health care system. CIHR plays a critical role in helping the Government of Canada achieve the 
objectives of its Science and Technology Strategy released in 2007. 


The Government of Canada has invested in the future development of our research community through a 
variety of programs, including the recently created Canada Excellence Research Chairs program and the 
Banting Postdoctoral Fellowships program. These programs are designed to attract and retain top research 
talent in Canada to keep Canada at the forefront of a wide range of health research fields. Today, CIHR 
supports close to 14,000 health researchers and trainees in universities, teaching hospitals and other 
research centres across the country. 


Over the past year, CIHR has demonstrated its value to Canadians on issues ranging from pandemic 
preparedness to alternatives for medical isotopes. In 2011-2012, CIHR will continue to implement its 
five-year strategic plan, Health Research Roadmap: Creating innovative research for better health and 
health care, with its four strategic directions: investing in world-class research that supports the best ideas 
and the brightest minds; addressing health and health-system research priorities and fostering a greater 
integration of research into health care; accelerating the capture of health and economic benefits of health 
research in all sectors; and becoming a leading-edge organization in achieving results for Canadians. 
Specific initiatives planned include launching the implementation of the Strategy on Patient-Oriented 
Research with a coalition of stakeholders from the health charities, industry, provincial/territorial 
governments, academic healthcare organizations, faculties of medicine/health sciences and others. CIHR 
will also strengthen its International Collaborative Research Strategy on Alzheimer’s Disease through 
additional investments and partnerships; and, continue the significant work of the Scientific Expert Group 
on Multiple Sclerosis research.

SECTION I -~ Departmental Overview % 


Raison d’étre 


CIHR is the Government of Canada’s health research funding agency. It was created in June 2000 by the 
CIHR Act (Bill C-13) with a mandate “to excel, according to internationally accepted standards of 
scientific excellence, in the creation of new knowledge and its translation into improved health for 
Canadians, more effective health services and products and a strengthened Canadian health care system”. 


CIHR was designed to respond to the evolving needs for health research, and this is reflected in the 
difference of its mandate from that of its predecessor, the Medical Research Council of Canada. CIHR’s 
mandate seeks to transform health research in Canada by: 


- funding research on targeted priority areas, in addition to investigator-initiated research; 

« placing a greater emphasis on the strength of the research community by building research 
capacity in under-developed areas and training the next generation of health researchers; and 

* focusing on knowledge translation that facilitates the application of the results of research and 
their transformation into new policies, practices, procedures, products and services. 


CIHR has thirteen Institutes:

* The Institute of Circulatory and Respiratory Health

These institutes are not “bricks-and-mortar” buildings but communities of experts. Each Institute 
supports a broad spectrum of research in its topic area: biomedical, clinical, health services and systems, 
and population and public health. Institutes form national research networks linking researchers, funders 
and knowledge users across Canada to work on priority areas. CIHR’s innovative structure has been 
recognized around the world as a global best practice for supporting a solutions-focused, multidisciplinary 
and collaborative approach to health research. 


CIHR reports through the Minister of Health and plays a key role in the Health Portfolio, the focal point 
for the Government of Canada's health-related activities. As Canada's health research funding agency, 
CIHR makes an essential contribution to the Minister of Health's overall responsibilities by funding the 
research and knowledge translation needed to inform the evolution of Canadian health policy and 
regulation; and, by taking an advisory role on research and innovation issues. This is achieved through an 
extensive and growing set of linkages with Health Canada and the Public Health Agency of Canada, 
providing decision-makers with access to high quality and timely health research knowledge. 


CIHR works closely with the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council (NSERC) and the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council (SSHRC), the two Granting Councils of the Industry 
portfolio, to share information and co-ordinate efforts, harmonize practices; avoid duplication and foster 
multi-disciplinary research. The three organizations (referred to as “Tri-Council”) also try to make it 
easier for researchers and others to communicate with them, by providing single-window access 
whenever possible. 


CIHR’s governance structure accords closely with its Program Activity Architecture (discussed in the 
following section). Governing Council (GC) sets the strategic directions and evaluates performance, 
supported by seven sub-committees. Leadership on research, knowledge translation and funding for 
research is provided by the Scientific Council (SC) and leadership on corporate policy and management is 
provided by the Executive Management Committee (EMC). 


Strategic Outcomes and Program Activity Architecture 
(PAA) 


CIHR’s Program Activity Architecture (PAA), approved by Treasury Board in May 2009, is shown in 
Figure | below. The PAA consists of one Strategic Outcome and five Program Activities that support the 
Strategic Outcome.

Total planned spending from 2010-11 to 2013-14 is expected to decrease by $52.4 million. This is partly 
due to incremental reductions of $22.1 million for 2011-12 onward from the 2008 Strategic Review 
exercise, which resulted in CIHR winding down two of its programs (the Open Team Grant and the 
Intellectual Property Management programs). Funding for several of CIHR’s programs are also 
sunsetting by 2013-14, including the Business-Led Centres of Excellence, the Isotope Supply initiative, 
the expanded Canada Graduate Scholarships Program, and the Pandemic Preparedness Strategic Research 
Initiative, therefore reducing CIHR’s planned spending by $24.0 million. Lastly, there is also a decrease 
in planned spending of $2.5 million for the Network Centres of Excellence starting in 2012-13. The 
remaining decrease of $3.8 million is due to various other program funding adjustments. 


Contribution of Priorities to Strategic Outcomes 


In 2009, CIHR’s Governing Council approved CIHR’s second Strategic Plan (2009-2014), The 
Health Research Roadmap: Creating innovative research for better health and health care. This 
Strategic Plan is the product of widespread consultations with members of the health research 
community, careful assessment of Canada's strengths and weaknesses, and ongoing deliberation 
about what CIHR would like to achieve by 2014. Roadmap sets out a vision comprised of four 
strategic directions aligned with CIHR’s corporate, business and operational priorities. 


In 2010, CIHR developed a rolling, three-year implementation plan for Roadmap. This plan 
highlights the activities CIHR will undertake over the next three years in order to achieve the 
strategic directions outlined in Roadmap. A refresh of this implementation plan is scheduled to 
occur on an annual basis to assess how well CIHR is moving towards its strategic goals and 
priorities. CIHR will also be conducting regular updates to review the progress made on short- 
term activities and deliverables.

Risk Analysis 


CIHR understands the importance of risk management and has integrated risk management considerations 
into its strategic and operational planning, business processes and decision-making. The approved Risk 
Management Framework establishes how CIHR identifies, assesses and mitigates risk. The Framework 
also provides a governance model that promotes the accountability for risk management as well as 
defining the ongoing review and updating process for existing and potential risks to the organization. 


On a continuous basis, CIHR monitors and assesses both identified and potential risks. Additionally, 
through out the year all risk owners are required to provide CIHR’s Chief Risk Officer (CRO) with 
updates to their risk mitigation strategies in order to ensure their overall strategy and implementation 
target dates are reasonable and meet the needs of the organization. 


Finally, in order to satisfy the governance and accountability requirements of the Risk Management 
Framework, both Governing Council and the Audit Committee receive regular reports on the issues 
relating to risk management as well as information on any changes to the Corporate Risk Profile from the 
CRO. 


The current Corporate Risk Profile identifies 16 risks in total, with three risks in the profile are classified 
as High, as described below:

CIHR expenditures increased every year from its inception in 2000 through 2007-08, however, spending 
has remained fairly constant in recent years. Spending is expected to decrease slightly each year over the 
next three fiscal years, based on current spending authorities.

CIHR’s total actual and forecasted spending has increased from $974.1 million in 2007-08 to $1,014.7 
million in 2010-11. This is mostly due to increases to CIHR’s base budget totaling $50 million since 
2007-08, which is offset by the impact of the 2008 Strategic Review which resulted in CIHR winding 
down two of its programs (the Open Team Grant and the Intellectual Property Management programs). 


Following 2010-11, CIHR’s planned spending is expected to decrease to $962.3 million by 2013-14, a 
reduction of $52.4 million mainly due to the incremental reductions of $22.1 million in 2011-12 and 
onward resulting from the 2008 Strategic Review, a decrease in planned spending of $24.0 million due to 
the sunsetting of several of CIHR’s programs such as the Business-Led Centres of Excellence, the Isotope 
Supply initiative, the expanded Canada Graduate Scholarships program, and the Pandemic Preparedness 
Strategic Research Initiative and a reduction of $2.5 million for the Network Centres of Excellence 
starting in 2012-13. The remaining decrease of $3.8 decrease is due to various other program funding 
adjustments.

Planning Highlights 


The Open Research Grant Program provides operating funds to support research proposals in all areas of 
health research. 


* The Open Operating Grants Program is the largest component of this program. Competitions are 
typically held each March and September with an open call for research proposals, with no 
restrictions on areas of research or maximum level of requested funds. This means that research 
scientists are free to apply for funding for projects in any areas of health, as they are in the best 
position to know what lines of inquiry are most likely to yield discoveries. CIHR follows a rigorous 
standard of peer review, which includes the assistance of mostly Canadian scientists who volunteer 
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their time to review and rank the applications that CIHR receives. All proposals are subject to the 
highest international standards of peer review to ensure quality and excellence. In 2011-12, CIHR 
intends to launch two competitions which will result in approximately 800 new multi-year grants per 
year. This will result in approximately 4,000 multi-year grants at any given time supported during the 
year with total planned spending of $418.6 million. 


* The Randomized Controlled Trial Program supports experiments to evaluate the efficiency and 
effectiveness of interventions in health, health services, or population health by randomly assigning 
individuals or groups to receive or not receive one or more interventions that are being compared. The 
results are analyzed by comparing outcomes in the different groups. The average value and duration 
of grants under the RCT Program is significantly greater than that of the Open Operating Grant 
Program. CIHR is forecasting to spend $30.7 million for this program in 2011-12. 


Benefits for Canadians 


Canadians benefit from this health knowledge in a number of ways. Some research is aimed at immediate 
solutions such as finding ways of making the delivery of health services more efficient, while more basic 
research lays ground work for understanding preventative opportunities, such as the mechanisms 
underlying sodium-induced health risks. 


For example, the work being done by Dr. Hertzel Gerstein of McMaster University has resulted in new 
insight into treatments that can reduce the risk of heart disease among people with Type 2 diabetes. His 
work with the ACCORD study group has found that aggressively controlling the blood 

pressure of Type 2 diabetic patients is not effective and that combining a statin (a drug commonly used 
to control cholesterol) with another drug called a fibrate was no better at reducing risk than the statin 
alone. The ACCORD group's work provides important guidance to physicians treating patients with Type 
2 diabetes, many of whom are at greater risk of dying from cardiovascular disease. 


Program Activity 1.2: Health Researchers 


This Program Activity aims to build health research capacity to improve health and the health system by 
supporting the training and careers of the best health researchers through a competitive peer review 
process based on internationally accepted standards of scientific excellence.

Planning Highlights 


The Salary Support Programs provide salary support to help new health researchers develop their careers 
and devote more time to initiating and conducting health research. There is intense competition globally 
for talent and CIHR's programs are designed to attract and keep the brightest minds in Canada throughout 
their research careers. Young investigators will continue to be supported through the awarding of salary 
support awards that will enable them to devote more time to research. 


For example, the Open Salary Support Program provides salary support to help new health researchers 
develop their careers and devote more time to initiating and conducting health research in any area related 
to health. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to spend $13.6 million on salary support programs to support 
approximately 230 researchers. 


The Training Support Programs provide support and special recognition to master, doctorate, post- 
doctorate or post-health professional degree students who are training in health research areas in Canada 
or abroad. For example, in 2011-12, CIHR plans to spend $26.2 million on Open Training Support 


Programs. 


A number of programs within this Program Activity are administered in collaboration with the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council and the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council. 
They are often referred to as Tri-Council programs, and include: 


* The Canada Research Chairs Program (CRC), which aims to attract and retain some of the world’s 
most accomplished and promising researchers. CIHR provides two levels of salary support awards 
that are allocated to universities and research institutes who recruit researchers into the “Chair” 
positions. The CRC Program provides long term funding to outstanding researchers nominated by 
Canadian universities and other eligible academic institutions. The three Councils support a total of 
700 Chairs in the health and life sciences domains managed by CIHR. In 2011-12 CIHR plans to 
spend $103.6 million on this program. 


* The Canada Excellence Research Chairs Program (CERC), which aims to support Canadian 
universities in their efforts to build on Canada's growing reputation as a global leader in research and 
innovation. Six, of the 19, Canada Excellence Research Chairs were awarded in Health and Related 
Life Sciences and Technologies. The amount of CIHR funding dedicated to this program totals $60 
million from 2010-11 to 2017-18. 


* The Canada Graduate Scholarship Program (CGS), which supports the development of future health 
researchers at both the Master’s and Doctoral levels in all health-related fields in Canada. This 
program is expected to increase Canada’s capacity for innovation by providing exceptional full-time 
Master’s and Doctoral students with the financial security they need to fully concentrate on their 
studies and engage in cutting-edge research. By supporting the best and brightest minds at the onset 
of their research careers, the CGS Program has the potential to position Canada among the world’s 
most innovative countries in terms of research and development. In Budget 2009, CIHR was provided 
with an additional $35 million over three years to temporarily expand the CGS Program. Note that 
2011-12 will be the last year in which CIHR will receive this temporary funding. 


* The Vanier CGS Program, which will enable Canada to build world-class research capacity by 


attracting and retaining the best doctoral students both nationally and internationally. Together with 
NSERC and SSHRC, in 2009-10, CIHR implemented modifications to the Vanier CGS Program to 
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address areas of improvement. By improving on the guidance, support and tools needed to administer 
and promote the Program, CIHR continues to support the creation of new products, services and 
policies that have the potential to improve Canada’s economic competitiveness and the health of 
Canadians. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to expend $8.4 million on the Program to support approximately 
55 new scholarships and 111 ongoing scholarships. 


« The Banting Post-Doctoral Fellowship Program, which will further allow Canada to build on its 
world-class research capacity by recruiting top-tier postdoctoral trainees at an internationally 
competitive level of funding. This program completes the federal suite of programs that support 
building health research capacity at all stages of a researcher's career. The Banting Post-Doctoral 
Fellowship Program is expected to help post-doctoral researchers develop their leadership potential 
and position them for success as research leaders, positively contributing to Canada's economic, 
social and research-based growth through a research-intensive career. CIHR has been allocated $1.7 
million in 2010-11, and $3.4 million annually thereafter to support this new program. 


Benefits for Canadians 


Canadians benefit from this program activity by having a strong research community that is well 
positioned to respond to the health challenges Canadians face. CIHR provides direct support to 
approximately 3,000 researchers and trainees, including undergraduates, masters and doctoral students, 
postdoctoral fellows and new investigators/researchers through research stipends, many of whom are just 
getting started in their independent research careers. Additionally, more than 6,000 researchers and 
trainees are supported by CIHR research grants. 


The calibre of these researchers emerges when one looks at, for example, Dr. David Hammond of the 
University of Waterloo, Canada’s Premier Young Researcher for 2010. In an effort to reduce the burden 
of health caused by tobacco use, Dr. Hammond analysed how the tobacco industry designed labels to 
recruit new smokers, and demonstrated how that same packaging could be used to discourage people from 
smoking. Findings from his research have been incorporated into the World Health Organization’s 
Framework Convention on Tobacco Control (WHO FCTC), which aims to reduce the international 
demand for, and regulate the supply of, tobacco products. 


Program Activity 1.3: Health Research 
Commercialization 


This program activity supports and facilitates the commercialization of health research to improve health 
and the health system. This is achieved by managing funding competitions to provide grants, in 
partnership with the private sector (where relevant); by using peer review processes based on 
internationally accepted standards of scientific excellence; and by building and strengthening the capacity 
of Canadian health researchers to engage in the commercialization process.

Planning Highlights 


The Research Commercialization Programs are a suite of funding initiatives that aim to support the 
creation of new knowledge, practices, products and services and to facilitate the commercialization of this 
knowledge. This is done by funding research commercialization projects (such as proof of principle 
projects) which encourage collaboration between academia and industry in the promotion and support of 
the commercial transfer of knowledge and technology resulting from health research. In 2011-12, CIHR is 
planning expenditures of $16.0 million for research commercialization programs. 


The suite of Networks of Centres of Excellence Programs (NCE) is delivered collaboratively by NSERC, 
SSHRC, and CIHR through the NCE Secretariat. They support partnering centres of research excellence 
with industry capacity and resources, and strategic investment to turn Canadian research and 
entrepreneurial talent into economic and social benefits for Canada. The NCE programs are national in 
scope, multi-disciplinary and involve multi-sectoral partnerships between academia, industry, government 
and the not-for-profit sector (non-governmental organizations). These programs include the NCE grants, 
the Business-Led Networks of Centres of Excellence Program, and the Centres of Excellence for 
Commercialization and Research Program (CECR). 


* The Networks of Centres of Excellence Program (NCE) supports the best NCE applications in the 
area of health research. In 2011-2012, CIHR will be funding nine of 13 NCE, and in 2012-2013, 
2 of 4 NCE will receive CIHR funds. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to spend $27.5 million on these 
grants. 


= The Business-Led Networks of Centres of Excellence Program (BL-NCE) funds large-scale, 
collaborative networks to perform research to support private sector innovation in order to deliver 
economic, health, social and environmental benefits to Canadians. In 201 1-12, the last year for 
which BL-NCE will be receiving funds, CIHR plans to spend $1.7 million. 


« The Centres of Excellence for Commercialization and Research (CECR) support the operation of 
research and commercialization that bring people, services and research infrastructure together to 
position Canada at the forefront of breakthrough innovations. The third competition for this 
program was held in 2010-11, and CIHR’s planned expenditures are $9.4 million in 2010-11 and 
$9.3 million in 2011-12. 


Benefits to Canadians 


Encouraging partnership between health researchers and the private and non-profit sectors is an 
innovative way of fostering both the health and economic benefits of research. Not only does it provide an 
effective vehicle for translating new health knowledge into products and services that have the potential 
to improve the health of Canadians, it also stimulates the economy by creating jobs and producing a 
competitive advantage for Canada in the global economy. 
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CIHR recognizes the importance of the commercial process and its role in getting innovative health 
products to Canadians. One such product making its way from bench to bedside belongs to Dr. Michael 
Glogauer of the University of Toronto, who developed an oral rinse that can detect neutrophil levels and 
monitor a person's susceptibility to infection. In a recent effectiveness study, the oral rinse was able to 
reliably predict whether children who had undergone bone marrow transplants were at an increased risk 
of infection during recovery up to one week earlier than blood tests would normally predict. To date, the 
rinse has been patented, and is being further tested to demonstrate its ability to predict the onset of 
periodontal disease. Canadian company CHX Technologies has partnered with Dr. Glogauer, and is eager 
to commercialize the product. 


Program Activity 1.4: Health and Health Services 
Advances 


Through the competitive peer review process, based on internationally accepted standards of scientific 
excellence, the programs described below aim to support the creation of new knowledge in strategic 
priority areas and its translation into improved health and a strengthened health system.

Planning Highlights 


The Knowledge Translation (KT) Program consists of a suite of funding opportunities that aim to support 
the synthesis, dissemination, exchange and ethically sound application of knowledge in any area of health 
research. This program supports the science of KT, capacity development in KT science, and integrated 
KT-collaborative research, which involves researchers and knowledge users working together to address 
relevant research questions and to exchange and apply knowledge to solve health and health system 
problems. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to spend $25.8 million on various initiatives supporting knowledge 
translation. Examples of these include: 


« The Evidence-Informed Healthcare Renewal (EIHR), which mobilizes rapid and robust research that 
responds to policy makers’ evidence needs and convenes opportunities for KT with policy makers on | 
the important topic of healthcare renewal in Canada. Starting in 2011-12, CIHR will be investing $5 
million over 5 years to support EIHR. 
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= The KT Supplement Program, which provides supplemental funding to enable 
widespread dissemination and implementation of research findings to communities beyond the 
traditional scientific community to accelerate the capture of the benefits of health research. 
Implementation of this program will require the use of active KT strategies and interventions to relay 
new health information and practices in a way that is more accessible to key stakeholders and 
knowledge users than publications in peer reviewed journals. CIHR plans to invest $2 million in 
2010-11, and $6 million in 2011-12 on the KT Supplement Program. 


The Institute Strategic Initiatives Program is led by CIHR's 13 Institutes and funds grants to support 
research and awards to support trainees and researchers in strategic priority areas to address health 


opportunities, threats and challenges to Canadians. The Institutes identify these areas in consultation with 
stakeholders from government, health care, patient and community groups, researchers, and industry. 
Proposals are solicited from researchers by issuing a Request for Applications outlining the specific 
theme/area where research is needed. Applications are peer reviewed using criteria specific to the 
funding opportunity. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to spend $155.8 million on these types of initiatives. 


Some of the Institute Strategic Initiatives include: 

* The International Collaborative Research Strategy for Alzheimer’s Disease will bring together the 
world’s leading Alzheimer’s disease and related dementias (ARD) researchers to accelerate progress 
particularly in early diagnosis and treatment of the disease. The Initiative was launched in 2010-11, 
and CIHR plans to spend $11.3 million over the next fiscal years in partnership with United States, 
France, United Kingdom, Germany and China, amongst others. 


" The Regenerative Medicine and Nanomedicine Initiative (RMNIJ) is a major long-term CIHR 


initiative, co-led by the Institute of Neurosciences, Mental Health and Addiction and the Institute of 
Genetics. RMNI and its partners provide support for research in nanomedicine, gene therapy, stem 
cells, tissue engineering, and rehabilitation sciences. The fundamental goal of this initiative is the 
development of meaningful multi-disciplinary research approaches to regenerative medicine and 
nanomedicine. Research into the maintenance of health or prevention of disease and degeneration is 
also encompassed by this initiative. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to spend $6.7 million on this initiative. 


" The Canadian Breast Cancer Research Initiative, which started in 2010-1 1, dedicates $3 million 
annually to continue to fund targeted breast cancer research. 


" The Isotope Supply Initiative provides funding in 2010-11 and 2011-12 ($4.7 million annually) to 
Support research, development and demonstration of new technologies, to optimize the use of medical 
isotopes and alternative medical imaging technologies, and to establish a clinical trials network to test 
new isotopic and non isotopic tools. 


CIHR also funds pan-Institute strategic initiatives, including: 


« The HIV/AIDS Research Initiative, a targeted investment that supports four research streams - 
biomedical and clinical research, health services and population health research, community-based 
research and the Canadian HIV Trials Network. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to expend $22.7M on 
prevention and access to diagnosis, care, treatment and support for those populations most affected by 
the HIV/AIDS epidemic in Canada. 


« The Strategy on Patient-Oriented Research Initiative (SPOR). SPOR is a nation-wide coalition aimed 


at improving health outcomes and service delivery by enhancing the clinical application and 
economic impact of effective health innovations, and by providing health care professionals and 
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policy-makers with information on how to deliver high-quality care and services in a cost-effective 
manner. In collaboration with the provinces, CIHR aims to improve the clinical research environment 
and infrastructure; set up mechanisms to better train and mentor health professionals engaged in 
patient-oriented research; strengthen organizational, regulatory and financial support for clinical 
studies; and, identify and promote the use of best practices in health care. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to 
spend $33.2 million on SPOR. 


« The Drug Safety and Effectiveness Network Initiative (DSEN) is a partnered initiative with Health 
Canada. It links centres of excellence in post-market pharmaceutical research across Canada to 
facilitate targeted research to increase knowledge about the real world safety and effectiveness of 
drugs. This network increases the available evidence on drug safety and effectiveness available to 
regulators, policy-makers, health care providers and patients; and, increase capacity within Canada to 
undertake high-quality post-market research in this area. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to spend $7.4 
million. 


» The National Anti-Drug Strategy Treatment Research Initiative is a targeted investment to support 
grants for strategic research that will help develop and evaluate drug treatment models and 


approaches, as part of the Strategy's Treatment Action Plan. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to spend 
approximately $1 million on this initiative. 


« The Official Language Minority Communities (OMLC) research initiative was created in 2004, and 
supports research to reduce health disparities between official language minority and majority 
communities in Canada. It also aims to increase the number of researchers in this area and promotes 
strategies to ensure the uptake of new knowledge into practice. In 2011-12, CIHR plans to spend 
$400,000 on this initiative. 


Benefits for Canadians 


The funding of health research in strategic areas has a number of benefits. First, it reduces human 
suffering caused by specific conditions. For example, in the area of regenerative and nano-medicine, Dr. 
Tim Keiffer from the University of British Columbia is using gene therapy to regenerate healthy beta cells 
in the pancreas. Beta cells are responsible for the production of insulin in the human body; when these 
cells are damaged, individuals develop diabetes. If Dr. Kieffer’s research is successful, it could spell an 
end to multiple daily injections of insulin for people with diabetes. 


Second, research finds ways to make Canada’s health system more responsive and efficient through 
collaboration and knowledge sharing. For example, SafetyNet, an extensive CIHR-funded community 
research alliance led by Drs. Stephen Bornstein and Barbara Neis, is bringing together employers, union 
representatives, government policy makers, researchers, practitioners and community members from 
Newfoundland and Labrador to find solutions to health and safety risks associated with occupations such 
as shellfish processing. The use of a Community-Based Approach (CBA) has allowed those people most 
involved and aware of the realities of their communities to play a leading role in deciding when and how 
to intervene. The tools and resources they have developed have been shared with coastal communities 
across Atlantic Canada and with an international network of researchers. 
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Program Activity 1.5: Internal Services 


Internal Services are groups of activities and resources that apply across the organization to support the 
needs of programs and to meet other corporate obligations of CIHR. These services include such 
functional areas as Finance, Planning, Human Resources, Information, Technology and Administration 
Management Services, Strategic Policy, Internal Audit, Evaluation and Risk Assessment, 
Communications and Public Outreach, and Corporate Governance. 


As identified in the Management Priorities, CIHR will continue to strive for organizational excellence and 
offer a world-class working environment. CIHR will also continue to focus on building a culture of 
ethical research by promoting and assisting in the discussion and application of ethical principles to health 
research. In 2011-12, CIHR will complete its second international review, which will assess its 
performance and related benefits of its investments. Upon completion, executive management will review 
the recommendations made from the panel of ‘blue ribbon’ experts, and develop an action plan.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the introduction of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of the following: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these Votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled on or 
before March 1. 


Part ILI — Departmental Expenditure Plans are divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPP) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on 
an organization’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(ies) and planned/expected results, 
including links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide additional details on risk management, 
operational and management priorities, transformational projects and grants and contributions, etc. They are tabled 
in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation- 
dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These 
documents are tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of 
Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPR) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation-dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and I of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled three times a 
year, the first document in May, the second in late October and the final in late February. Each Supplementary Estimates 
document is identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. In special circumstances, more than three Supplementary Estimates 
documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
allocation priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of 
accomplishments achieved in DPRs, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

In 2011-2012, the Agency will also be more effective in the way it does business. 
Last year, Canada streamlined the application process for Canadian partners and 
introduced an approach to increase the engagement of Canadians in international 
development. This included calls for proposals on Haiti, MNCH and the Partners 
for Development Program. This year, we are also going to implement our new 
Global Citizens Program, which will provide new ways for Canadians to get 
involved and increase their knowledge of Canada’s international development 
work by focusing on public awareness, education and knowledge, and youth 
participation.

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SECTION 1: DEPARTMENTAL OVERVIEW 


1.1 Role and responsibilities 


The mandate of the Canadian International Development Agency 
(CIDA) is to manage Canada’s aid resources effectively and 
accountably to achieve meaningful, sustainable development 
results, and to engage in policy development in Canada and 
internationally, enabling Canada’s effort to realize its 
development objectives.

Canada recognizes that achieving significant economic, social, democratic, and 
environmental progress in the developing world will have a positive impact on the 
prosperity and long-term security of Canadians, reduce poverty for billions of people in 
recipient countries, and contribute to a better and safer world. 


1.2 Strategic outcome and program activity architecture 


The structure of this Report on Plans and Priorities reflects CIDA’s strategic outcome and 
program activity architecture (PAA), which place an emphasis on measurable results, as 
well as the new policy environment in which the Agency is operating. 


CIDA pursues poverty reduction mainly by focusing on stimulating sustainable economic 
growth, increasing food security, and securing a future for children and youth. 
Environmental sustainability, gender equality, and good governance are integral to these 
themes. To achieve poverty reduction, CIDA collaborates with a full range of national 
and international partners, including private, government, and non-governmental sectors 
and institutions. 


The Official Development Assistance Accountability Act, which came into force on 

June 28, 2008, states that expenditures reported to Parliament as official development 
assistance (ODA) must contribute to poverty reduction, take into account the perspectives 
of the poor, and be consistent with international human rights standards. CIDA’s new 
strategic outcome is in line with the intent.of the Act. 


CIDA’s PAA has six program activities that support the achievement of the strategic 
outcome, providing an appropriate framework for CIDA to exercise its leadership in 
shaping international development assistance and policy within Canada and abroad. It 
also reflects how CIDA manages its activities based on shared objectives, risks, and 
programming approaches.

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1.4 Risk analysis 


Development outcomes take a long time to become clearly visible. In the past two to 
three decades, progress toward key development outcomes has been generally positive 
although uneven, as trends below show: 

e There is less poverty in the developing world today than a generation ago, but 
progress has been uneven across and within countries, and remains acute in fragile 
and conflict-affected countries. Between 1981 and 2005 the share of the population 
living below US$1.25 a day in developing countries was halved, dropping from 
52 percent to 25 percent. That proportion is expected to be 15 percent by 2015. 

e Historically, the number of undernourished people around the world has steadily 
increased, reaching its all time high of 1.02 billion in 2009. 2010 saw a slight 
decrease, due to improved access to food through economic growth in developing 
countries, and the lowering of food prices. However, as food prices rise again and 
near the levels that pushed the developing world into a food price crisis, it is likely 
that levels of global undernourishment will again approach, or even exceed, 

1 billion people. 

e The number of armed conflicts continues its long-term decline (from 38 in 1987 to 
29 in 2010), although the risk of armed violence remains significant in countries and 
regions with high rates of poverty and poor development indicators. 

e The number of children of primary school age who are out of school in developing 
countries has declined from 105 million in 1999 to 72 million in 2007, with the 
gender gap shrinking. However, girls are still less likely than boys to enrol and 
stay at school. 


Although the long-term outlook is positive, international development gains remain 
inherently uncertain, particularly in the short term. Any number of si gnificant political, 
economic, social, and environmental events, most of which are beyond the Agency’s 
control, can threaten the attainment of development outcomes, and even reverse 

gains made. 


To remain relevant in the present and future international development environment, 
CIDA must adapt to changes and conditions on the ground. Its success is Closely linked to 
its capacity to monitor and adapt to global and regional developments, as well as its 
ability to manage risk. 


CIDA continually assesses risks and develops appropriate responses. An important factor 
taken into consideration in its 2010 risk assessment is that large-scale, unanticipated 
changes may affect CIDA's ability to deliver on its mandate. In response, CIDA has 
renewed its policy framework to bring clear focus and direction to its development 
assistance. CIDA programs are now guided by three thematic priorities: increasing food 
security, securing a future for children and youth, and stimulating sustainable economic 
growth. In addition, the Agency has developed strategies for its 20 countries of focus and 
for its engagement with major multilateral organizations. It has integrated equality 
between women and men, governance, and environmental sustainability into all its 
programming and policies. 
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CIDA’s fiduciary risk exposure—the risk that funds are misappropriated or 
mismanaged—is mitigated by strong controls and by working with a portfolio of diverse 
partners, many of which are low-risk international organizations. Pre-funding risk 
assessments are done systematically and CIDA has strengthened its audit function. CIDA 
is updating its policy on fiduciary risk assessment, and is rolling out a fiduciary risk 
evaluation tool to ensure that funds are well spent and that administrative requirements 
for funding recipients are proportionate to risk. 


An important risk is human resource management. Any organization is only as good as the 
people it has. CIDA runs specific programs, such as the New Development Officers 
Program, aimed at recruiting promising employees upon graduation from university. The 
Agency has also instituted specific learning programs such as the Development Officer 
Learning Program and the Leadership Learning Program to ensure that staff is equipped 
with a solid knowledge of development issues and CIDA's priorities, programs, 

and processes. 


Budget 2010 fulfilled Canada's commitment to double the international assistance 
envelope (IAE), the principal means by which Canada allocates foreign aid, bringing it to 
$5 billion in 2010-2011. With the achievement of this target, future IAE levels will be 
capped at this level and will be assessed alongside all other government priorities on an 
annual basis in the budget. CIDA will remain focused on ensuring that each aid dollar 
delivers concrete results and that the government can deliver on its international 
commitments, such as the Muskoka Maternal, Newborn and Child Health initiative and 
Canada's engagement in Haiti and Afghanistan. 


CIDA priorities 


The Agency’s multiyear strategic plan aims to make it an international leader and partner 
in Canadian foreign policy; a highly respected development agency known for its 
effectiveness, efficiency, and sustainable results; an organization characterized by 
teamwork, excellence, and respect; and a catalyst that engages and mobilizes Canadians 
to maximize Canada’s development impact.

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Canada’s strategic role in Haiti and Afghanistan _ 


The January 12, 2010, earthquake in Haiti caused widespread devastation and suffering. 
In March 2010, Canada announced a commitment totalling $400 million over two years 
(2010-2012) for humanitarian assistance, early recovery, and the reconstruction and 
development of Haiti in support of the action plan and priorities of the Government of 
Haiti. Canada is a key member of the Commission intérimaire de la reconstruction 
d’Haiti and of the Fonds de reconstruction d’Haiti. 


As part of Canada’s whole-of-government engagement in Afghanistan, CIDA will deliver 
development assistance to advance the long-term and sustainable development of 
Afghanistan. On November 16, 2010, Canada announced its renewed engagement in 
Afghanistan for 2011-2014. CIDA will continue to invest in the future of Afghan 
children and youth through education and health programming. In support of Canada’s 
G-8 commitments, CIDA will program in the area of maternal, newborn, and child 
health. CIDA will also provide humanitarian assistance and with the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade work to advance human rights. As committed by 
the Minister of International Cooperation, CIDA will place a specific focus on women 
and girls in all of its development programming in Afghanistan. 


Increasing food security 


On October 16, 2009, the Minister of International Cooperation outlined CIDA’s Food 
Security Strategy’ with the objective of addressing the extreme hunger and malnutrition of 
some of the world's most vulnerable people. The strategy focuses on three paths: sustainable 
agricultural development, food aid and nutrition, and research and development. 


This new approach to increasing food security, combined with Canada’s 2008 decision to 
untie 100 percent of its food aid budget, is helping communities address immediate food 
needs, and find solutions for lasting food security so they can rise out of the cycle of 
poverty. As part of the strategy, Canada’s support for agriculture will focus on the 
production of smallholder farmers, particularly women farmers. 


Securing a future for children and youth 


On November 20, 2009, the Minister of International Cooperation announced CIDA’s 
Children and Youth Strategy’ to respond to the needs of the world’s most vulnerable and 
help them to become resourceful, engaged, and productive young men and women. The 
strategy focuses on three paths: child survival, including maternal health; access to 
quality education; and safe and secure futures for children and youth. 


In 2010, Canada led G-8 efforts in launching the Muskoka Initiative to improve and save 
the lives of mothers, newborns, and young children, and is now leading efforts to deliver 
results. Canada will concentrate its Muskoka Initiative efforts on strengthening health

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systems, improving nutrition, and preventing and treating severe illnesses and diseases. It 
has committed $1.1 billion over five years in new money to the initiative, and will 
maintain $1.75 billion in existing funding, for a total commitment of $2.85 billion over 
the next five years. Eighty percent of the new Canadian contribution will flow to 
sub-Saharan Africa. Canada will also support international organizations and Canadian 
non-governmental organizations to address high rates of maternal and child mortality in 
developing countries. 


Canada is also leading international action on accountability for resources and results. 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper will co-chair, along with the President of Tanzania, 
Jakaya Mrisho Kikwete, the UN Commission on Information and Accountability for 
Women's and Children's Health. The Commission will agree on a framework that tracks 
whether maternal and child health results are being achieved and resources are being 
spent wisely and transparently. 


Stimulating sustainable economic growth 


On October 25, 2010, the Minister of International Cooperation announced CIDA’s 
Sustainable Economic Growth Strategy,” which seeks to create long-term sustainable 
economic growth that will increase revenue generation, create employment, and lead to 
poverty reduction in developing countries. The strategy focuses on three paths: building 
economic foundations, growing businesses, and investing in people. 


CIDA will focus on key targeted investments that directly support private sector led 
economic growth in developing countries. The outcomes of these investments will 
contribute to a stable foundation on which viable businesses and industries can thrive, 
increasing opportunities for employment in the formal economy for citizens and their 
contributions to the public resources available for investment in the welfare of the 
population. CIDA's strategy builds on Canada’s own experience on sustainable economic 
growth, underscoring the importance of empowering women to participate in the 
economy, ensuring the environmental sustainability of economic activities and of 
adopting open trade and free markets governed by prudent policy and sound regulation. 


Achieving management and program-delivery excellence 


To increase the effectiveness and efficiency of CIDA’s programming, the Agency will be 
strengthening its presence in the field and streamlining its business processes. Using a 
phased approach over three years, CIDA will decentralize its operations, including 
people, systems, infrastructure and authorities, to 15 countries of focus, drawing on 
earlier decentralization efforts and the experience of other donors. 


Gains expected from decentralization include strengthened country knowledge, improved 
policy dialogue with recipient countries, increased donor coordination, faster and more 
responsive interventions in fluid operating environments, and enhanced risk management 
capacity. The redesign of CIDA’s business processes will increase administrative

CIDA’s increase in budgetary spending of $280.7 million, or 8.9 percent, is due to an 
increase in grants of $160.6 million, an increase in contributions and other transfer 
payments of $121.5 million, and a decrease in operating costs of $1.4 million. Factors 
contributing to the net increase include: 

e an increase of $211.6 million to support maternal, newborn, and child health 
programming activities in developing countries; 

e an increase of $50 million for the establishment of a Crisis Pool Quick Release 
Mechanism to allow Canada to respond quickly to major unforeseen humanitarian 
crises; and 

e anet increase of $17.4 million in the Encashment of Notes to International Financial 
Institutions due, in part, to Canada's increased commitment to the Global 
Environment Facility.

This program activity seeks to address developmental issues in selected countries identified 
as fragile or crisis-affected. Fragile countries are defined as those that face particularly 
severe development challenges with complex national and regional contexts given weak 
institutional capacity, poor governance, political instability, and ongoing violence or a 
legacy of past conflict. Improving the situation in these countries is frequently considered 
critical in meeting Canada's foreign policy objectives. CIDA's programming in these 
countries seeks to enhance long-term development by improving the effectiveness of public 
institutions and society, fostering stability and security, as well as supporting the delivery 
of key services. This program activity also involves humanitarian assistance in response to 
man-made crises or natural disasters to ensure the delivery of and access to essential 
emergency services to crisis-affected populations. In both cases, various partnerships offer 
flexibility and expertise to provide the most effective response. 


CIDA will continue to contribute to Canada’s engagements in Haiti, Afghanistan, Sudan, 
and West Bank and Gaza. CIDA’s substantial field presence in, and financial contribution 
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to, these priority fragile countries and regions address critical development needs and align 
with Canadian foreign policy objectives. In the field and at headquarters, CIDA is active in 
interdepartmental policy and operational coordination mechanisms with other government 
departments, including the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade 
(DFAIT), Department of National Defence, Privy Council Office, and Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. Canada’s whole-of-government approach will continue to contribute to 
the overall effectiveness of the various multinational operations underway in these 
countries in support of regional and global security and stability. 


The year ahead will also mark the first year of ‘‘Building Peace and Security for All,”’ 
Canada’s new national action plan to implement United Nations Security Council 
resolutions on women, peace, and security. CIDA’s efforts to deliver on this action plan 
will build on its existing policy on equality between women and men and its experience in 
protecting and promoting the participation of women in fragile states. 


Internationally agreed principles provide a common framework for donors, partner 
governments, and civil society to deliver development and humanitarian assistance, 
enabling greater coherence and effectiveness. CIDA will continue to support the 
OECD-DAC Principles for Good International Engagement in Fragile States as well as the 
principles and practices of Good Humanitarian Donorship. 


The need for humanitarian assistance is increasing due to the greater frequency and impact 
of weather-related natural disasters, and to complex humanitarian situations that continue 
to demand significant donor resources. This trend is expected to continue, and Canada uses 
various partnerships that offer flexibility and expertise in order to provide the most 
effective response. 


Within this context, CIDA will work toward the results below. 


Enhanced responsiveness of humanitarian assistance to address the immediate needs 
of crisis-affected populations 


CIDA provides humanitarian assistance on the basis of need, and supports core lifesaving 
interventions that respond in a timely, effective, appropriate, and coordinated fashion. 
Based on established practice, CIDA will: 

e fund experienced humanitarian partners to address the immediate humanitarian needs 
of crisis-affected populations, including food, water, health, sanitation, shelter, and 
protection, and also fund the coordination and logistics of humanitarian responses; 

e provide multiyear funding to the International Committee of the Red Cross and the 
United Nations Central Emergency Relief Fund to promote more timely, predictable, 
and effective responses; 

e deploy relief stocks and technical experts as needed; and 

e advance more evidence-based and appropriate responses by funding the improvement 
of needs assessment tools. 
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Increased effectiveness of public and civil institutions to respond to the needs of 
women, men, and children 


To reduce vulnerability and foster conditions for development in fragile countries and 

crisis-affected communities, CIDA will: 

* support initiatives aimed at strengthening the capacity and legitimacy of public and 
civil society institutions to provide equitable access to services for their populations; 

¢ ensure that support advances respect for human rights and the rule of law, equality 
between women and men, creation of employment opportunities, and greater 
accountability in public financial management; 

¢ focus on its priority themes aimed at stimulating economic growth, increasing food 
security, and securing the future of children and youth; 

*¢ support initiatives and undertake actions to deliver on prevention, protection, and 
participation commitients to women, peace, and security; and 

¢ support initiatives that promote greater participation of civil society in democratic 
processes, monitoring, and reporting, as a means to ensure accountability.

HAITI 


The earthquake that struck Haiti in the heart of its capital, Port-au-Prince, and the cities 
of Léogane, Jacmel and Petit Goave on January 12, 2010, caused substantial human and 
infrastructure losses. The damage and loss have been estimated at US$8 billion, and the 
needs for the next three years will approach US$11.5 billion. 


CIDA responded quickly and effectively to assist people affected by the earthquake by 
providing $150.15 million in immediate humanitarian assistance. The Agency's 
programming will continue to respond to the reconstruction and development priorities 
established by the Haitian government in its Action Plan for National Recovery and 
Development through Canada’s $400-million commitment announced in March 2010. 
To meet those goals, the Agency conducted a comprehensive review of its programming 
in Haiti to ensure that it responded directly to the identified needs. 


CIDA will continue its activities to enhance food security and ensure a better future for 
children and youth while increasing efforts to promote sustainable economic growth, 
strengthening Haitian government agencies, and responding to urgent needs. In 
particular, the Agency will: 

e increase food security by facilitating access to credit and insurance for Haitian 
farmers, increasing productivity, protecting the environment, modernizing supply 
chains, and providing food aid; 

e put greater emphasis on reducing child mortality and improving maternal health in 
Haiti, in line with Canada’s G-8 commitments in Muskoka, by offering free basic 
health services to three million people, and building, rehabilitating, and providing 
equipment to maternal health clinics; 

e foster economic development, particularly in rural areas, and generate employment by 
supporting entrepreneurial activities such as rehabilitating rural infrastructures, 
improving agriculture production and practices, and enhancing workers' skills 
through market-based technical vocational training; and 

e maintain a policy dialogue and work with the Government of Haiti and the 
international community to improve coordination and promote good governance, 
notably through forums such as the Interim Haiti Recovery Commission and the Haiti 
Reconstruction Fund. 


The environment will likely remain volatile as the country is vulnerable to natural 
disasters, epidemics, and political instability. It will be critical for the new parliament and 
government, with the support of the international community, to demonstrate an ongoing 
commitment to good governance as well as to the reconstruction and development of the 
country. 
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‘AFGHANISTAN oe ne se 


Afghanistan remains one of the world’s least developed countries. Forty-two percent of 
people live in poverty, with a life expectancy at birth of 44.6 years. Afghanistan also 
ranks fourth to last in the world in terms of gender inequality. CIDA recognizes that there 
are immense developmental challenges ahead and supports the government’s ability to 
deliver equitable access to better quality services. 


CIDA’s renewed commitment through and beyond 2011 will build on Canada’s experience 
and investments in Afghanistan to date, and will continue to improve the lives of Afghans, 
through sustainable development. CIDA will focus on basic education; maternal, newborn, 
and child health; humanitarian assistance; and with DFAIT, work to advance human rights. 
These program areas align with the Afghan National Development Strategy 2008-2013 and 
the national priorities put forward during the Kabul Conference held in July 2010. 


Education — Canada will continue to play a lead role in enabling the Government of 
Afghanistan to improve equal access to basic education for Afghans, especially for girls 
and young women. Canada will also continue to strengthen the ability of Afghan education 
institutions to deliver quality services, particularly through teacher training, to increase 
learning opportunities for girls and support future social development. CIDA will continue 
building upon successful efforts in community-based education. 


Health — Afghanistan is one of CIDA’s 10 targeted countries within the G-8 Muskoka 
Initiative (maternal, newborn and child health). Canada will provide support for programs 
to improve the health of mothers, newborns, and children younger than the age of five by 
improving MNCH services such as emergency obstetric care and outreach in hard-to- 
reach communities. CIDA will also continue to take a leading role in the efforts to 
eradicate polio in Afghanistan. 


Humanitarian assistance — Afghans remain vulnerable to chronic food insecurity and 
natural disasters such as earthquakes and flooding. CIDA will continue support for food 
aid, non-food aid (such as water and sanitation, shelter, and health services), disaster 
management, and risk reduction to meet the immediate needs of the most vulnerable 
people affected by disasters and conflict, including internally displaced people, returnees, 
women, and children. 


Human rights — Respect for the rights of Afghan citizens and equal access to institutions 
that uphold these rights is fundamental to Afghanistan’s security, the Government of 
Afghanistan’s accountability, and the strengthening of Afghan civil society. Canada will 
support organizations and initiatives that promote and protect human rights in 
Afghanistan, with a particular focus on women's rights. 


CIDA will place a specific focus on women and girls in all of its development 
programming in Afghanistan, and will advance equality between women and men. These 
efforts will support Canada’s new national action plan on women, peace, and security: 
Building Peace and Security for All.

Program activity description. 


This program activity focuses on addressing pervasive poverty in countries having an annual 
gross national income (GNI) per capita equivalent to US$995 or less (2009 World Bank 
data). This requires engagement in long-term development assistance supporting the national 
priorities of a selected number of low-income countries, as well as programming with some 
regional institutions addressing transboundary issues. CIDA’s support aims to help these 
countries achieve their priority development goals that differ from country to country, and 
region to region. Programming aims at reducing poverty and increasing economic 
opportunities. It focuses on areas such as basic health and education, agriculture/food 
security, income generation, and the foundations for good governance.

This program activity covers nine countries of focus (Bangladesh, Ethiopia, Ghana, Mali, 
Mozambique, Pakistan, Senegal, Tanzania, Vietnam), as well as regional programs and 
other countries where CIDA maintains a modest presence. These low-income countries 
are found in Africa and Asia, and include some of the world’s poorest populations. In 
accordance with Canada’s commitment to the principles articulated in the Paris 
Declaration on Aid Effectiveness (2005) and the Accra Agenda for Action (2008), CIDA 
has developed a strategy for each of its country and regional programs based on country 
needs (such as those identified in the national poverty reduction and development 
strategies). Strategies are also based on Canadian “value added” in the priority areas of 
sustainable economic growth, children and youth, and food security.

Within this context, CIDA will work toward the results below. 


Improved access to services such as health, education, water and sanitation, food 
security, and economic opportunities for women, men, and children 


To achieve this result, CIDA will: 


Address food security by increasing agricultural productivity and access to markets. 
For example, support key public and private institutions’ capacities related to 
irrigation and marketing to enable farmers to increase local production and improve 
marketing, food security, and price stability in urban centres; and support subregional 
and pan-A frican agricultural research institutions to develop and disseminate new 
plant varieties and appropriate technologies to increase yields and incomes, and 
improve nutrition. 

Support education and health services that contribute to the well-being of children 
and youth.

Program activity description 


This program activity focuses on addressing specific challenges in attaining self-reliance 
for countries having a GNI per capita equivalent to more than US$996 but less than 
US$12,195 (2009 World Bank data). It involves strategic assistance in a select number of 
middle-income countries, as well as programming with regional institutions addressing 
transboundary issues. These countries vary considerably in terms of their development 
needs. CIDA programming is tailored to respond to national priorities and development 
challenges to ensure basic services reach marginalized populations. Programming aims to 
build the foundation for sustainable and inclusive economic growth and accountable, 
democratic institutions. 
Planning highlights hegetinelee ess 
This program activity covers seven countries of focus (Bolivia, Colombia, Honduras, 
Indonesia, Peru, and Ukraine, and the Caribbean Regional Program), as well as regional 
programs and other countries where CIDA maintains a modest presence. These middle- 
income countries/regions often have stark disparities along geographic, gender, ethnic, or 
urban-rural lines, as well as pockets of deep poverty. They also often face common 
challenges such as a lack of administrative capacity, corruption, inequitable access to key 
services, and respect for human rights. While generally on target to meet many MDGs, 
targeted assistance is required to ensure progress is sustainable and inclusive, and to meet 
other development needs such as access to education and health services. To address 
these issues, CIDA has developed a strategy for each of its country and regional 
programs based on country needs and Canadian “value added” in the priority areas of 
sustainable economic growth, children and youth, and food security. The Agency is also 
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developing a policy framework for middle-income countries to guide program priorities. 
As five of the middle-income countries or regions are in the Americas, CIDA also 
supports Canada's Americas Strategy to promote basic democratic values, strengthen 
economic linkages, and meet new security challenges. 


Within this context, CIDA will work toward the results below. 
Strengthened citizen participation in their country’s social and economic progress 


To achieve this result, CIDA will: 

e Enhance the financial viability, productivity, and competitiveness of micro, small and 
medium-sized private sector enterprises, resulting in increased employment 
opportunities for the poor. For example, provide small and medium-sized enterprises 
with training and business-development support services, and engage in systemic 
interventions in the areas of agriculture, enterprise development, savings and credit, 
and community development. 

e Ensure women, men, girls, and boys are all able to contribute to, and benefit from, the 
development of their societies. For example, provide access to micro-finance systems 
and skills training for micro-entrepreneurship, quality basic education for girls and 
marginalized children, and vocational and entrepreneurial skills for youth and women. 

e Improve protection, security and access to justice for vulnerable populations, 
especially children and youth. For example, train government and non-state actors in 
children and youth rights to assist in the development and delivery of programs and 
policies that meet the needs of vulnerable populations. 


Increased accountability and effectiveness of public and civil institutions to sustain

To achieve this result, CIDA will: 

e Improve the capacity to deliver vital services such as education and health. For 
example, train and support government and non-governmental actors in the areas of 
prenatal and postnatal services, water and sanitation services, early childhood 
development, and quality primary education. 

¢ Improve public financial management and government capacity to formulate and 
implement policies, regulations, systems, and services. For example, support 
authorities to implement strategies that foster competitiveness and economic growth. 

e Strengthen agriculture production, diversification, and sustainable management to 
promote food security and sustainable economic growth. For example, assist farm 
producers to increase their productivity through innovative and environmentally 
friendly agricultural practices, strengthened value chains, and improved market access.

This program activity focuses on achieving development and humanitarian results, and 
advancing Canadian priorities, by engaging with multilateral and global development 
organizations and by influencing partners’ policies, planning, strategic directions, and 
organizational governance. It also shapes international development policy in Canada and 
globally in support of CIDA’s strategic direction, and Canada’s international assistance 
objectives and commitments.

CIDA provides funding to multilateral and global development organizations so that they 
deliver services that generate concrete results on the ground. CIDA's partners include 
health organizations such as the GAVI Alliance, humanitarian assistance organizations 
such as the World Food Programme, international financial institutions, and the UN 
development agencies. 


CIDA’s engagement with multilateral and international organizations enables Canada to 
contribute to global efforts to reduce poverty and improve the lives of people across a wide 
range of countries and sectors. These partnerships also provide effective ways for Canada 
to contribute to the strengthening of multilateral and international institutions to address 
humanitarian and development challenges. 


International outreach and dialogue occur bilaterally with donors and other partners and in 
multilateral forums to discuss humanitarian and development policy issues and approaches. 
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CIDA’s engagement with other partners is key to enhancing its own aid effectiveness and 
advancing Canada’s development agenda. 


Within this context, CIDA will work toward the results below. 


Increased effectiveness of Canadian development cooperation as a result of engagement 
with multilateral and global organizations to address development challenges 


The Government of Canada is committed to making its international assistance as effective as 
possible through greater efficiency, focus, and accountability for results. This includes 
ensuring that CIDA’s multilateral and global programming and partnerships are effective in 
contributing to the achievement of real results on the ground and remain in line with Canadian 
priorities for international assistance. 


A review of multilateral partners receiving institutional support was conducted by the Agency 
in 2008-2009 and found that CIDA’s core funding is highly focused (with 95 percent of core 
funding going to 15 organizations). Building on this review, the Agency developed a 
Multilateral Effectiveness Strategy (MES) with specific institutional strategies to strengthen 
results with key multilateral partners for the period 2010-2013. 


The MES outlines the principles that will guide engagement with the multilateral system, as 
well as strategic objectives for strengthening multilateral effectiveness. The institutional 
strategies include specific objectives related to CIDA’s efforts to increase the effectiveness of 
the operations and programming of each organization. During 2011-2012, it will be a priority 
for the Agency to implement these strategies. 


Increased ability to advance Canada’s development priorities in Canada and globally 


CIDA's international engagement strategy for 2011-2012 is three-pronged: 

e building support for Canadian priorities and initiatives related to development, including 
actively engaging at key international forums in consultation with other government 
departments and Canadian civil society organizations; 

¢ consolidating relationships with other donors to identify opportunities for joint initiatives 
and increased donor coordination and accountability, and enhance Canadian and 
international aid/development effectiveness; and 

e engaging emerging donors on various international assistance issues. 


In 2011-2012, CIDA will prepare for the OECD-DAC Peer Review of Canada’s development 
policies and programs in May 2012. The Agency will also seek to influence the review of the 
OECD’s wider development efforts, including the initiatives aimed at strengthening coherence 
and accountability for development. To do so, CIDA will implement its own DAC 
engagement strategy in support of Canada’s international assistance priorities. 


Furthermore, CIDA will participate in the Fourth High Level Forum on Aid Effectiveness, to 
be held in South Korea in November 2011. This will be an opportunity for development actors 
to assess progress on aid effectiveness commitments, and identify how the international 
community can better work together to achieve stronger results. CIDA will engage in 
stocktaking activities such as the 2011 Paris Declaration Monitoring Survey.

This program activity focuses on enabling a wide range of Canadians and Canadian 
organizations to contribute to and support Canada’s international development efforts. 
CIDA does this by co-investing through various delivery mechanisms. In turn, these 
organizations partner with developing-country counterparts to deliver programs and 
services in support of CIDA’s strategic outcome. Public engagement in Canada is 
achieved through education and outreach activities that involves others such as Canadian 
civil society, academic institutions, and professional associations, as well as through 
CIDA’s own efforts to inform Canadians. 


CIDA supports the work of Canadian organizations dedicated to improving the lives of 
those living in poverty in developing countries. They deliver goods and services as well 
as promote innovative and transformative changes that address the underlying causes of 
poverty. As part of making its assistance more effective, CIDA has introduced two new 
programs. The Partners for Development Program leverages the development expertise 
and initiative of Canadians by funding the most meritorious international development 
proposals put forward by Canadian organizations. The Global Citizens Program engages 
Canadians and international representatives in international development through a range 
of activities falling in the categories of awareness raising, knowledge and education, and 


youth participation. 
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Within this context, CIDA will work toward the results below: 


Improved delivery of services such as health and education to marginalized women, 
men and children through Canadian organizations and local partners 


CIDA harnesses the innovation and expertise of Canadian organizations to maximize 

Canada’s development impact in economic growth, food security, and children and 

youth by: 

e supporting short-term initiatives that focus on the reconstruction of Haiti; 

* supporting initiatives that focus on improving maternal, newborn, and under-five 
child health in developing countries under Canada's Muskoka Initiative; 

e aligning 80 percent of new partnership investments to CIDA's three priority themes; 
¢ concentrating half of new partnership funding on CIDA’s 20 countries of focus, with 
the other half going to ODA-eligible countries where Canadian organizations can 

help meet a specific need; 

¢ focusing on results-oriented and risk-managed development programming; 

¢ undertaking evidence-based research and policy development through support for 
knowledge partners and universities; and 

¢ strengthening accountability for results through rigorous performance measurement 
while using evaluations to promote learning on best practices. 


Increased awareness of international development issues and participation in 
Canada’s international development efforts 


Continued support and engagement of Canadians in international development are vital 
for effective, long-term, development. They enable developing countries to benefit from a 
broad range of expertise and resources to implement effective aid initiatives. Key 
strategies to engage Canadians more effectively include: 

e increasing public awareness of Canada’s development efforts by showcasing best 
practices in international development and bringing young leaders from developing 
countries to meet Canadians; | 

¢ deepening knowledge and sharing expertise among citizens, aid organizations, and 
governments on development challenges and results; and 

* engaging Canadian and developing-country youth, including Aboriginal youth, 
through targeted programming such as school twinning, youth internships, and 
linking youth from developing countries to Canadian expertise.

Achieving management and program-delivery excellence 


In 2011-2012, the Agency will implement the key elements of its Business 
Modernization Initiative. The initiative is focused on achieving management and program 
delivery excellence by decentralizing more functions to the field, re-engineering business 
processes, and developing a workforce model to operationalize these processes ina 
sustainable manner. 


To ensure the effective implementation of decentralization, CIDA will align resources 

where they can be most effective in managing risk and attaining results. This will entail: 

¢ finalization of implementation plans by branch, region, and country, with a focus on 
an integrated “whole of agency” approach; and 

¢ development of processes, protocols, and supporting systems (fiduciary, human 
resources, and information management and technology) to enable its operations to be 
managed from the field. 


Major business process goals for 2011-2012 include: 

* completing the development of the first wave of directive projects (those that are 
designed by CIDA and result in competitively established contracts) using a 
re-engineered, streamlined process with a team approach, and program and financial 
quality assurance embedded throughout; and 

e developing a common core process for all Agency programming modalities, with the 
objective of reducing costs in staff time, turnaround time to deliver, and training. 
Additionally, such an approach will speed up Agency learning and adjustment over 
time to innovate and develop best practices. 


The overall objective is to ensure that CIDA's business processes are faster, more 
efficient, and cost-effective while strengthening the effectiveness and responsiveness of 


CIDA's development programs overseas. In addition, fully implementing integrated 
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business planning will establish the foundation for the more effective and efficient use of 
scarce resources going forward. It will allow CIDA to have a more comprehensive tool to 
measure the costs of delivering programs, monitor and report on results, and to be able to 
shift resources in response to changing priorities. 


Finally, achieving management excellence includes the greening of operations. To that 
end, CIDA has established targets with respect to the Federal Sustainable Development 
Strategy’s Theme IV: Shrinking the Environmental Footprint — Beginning with 
Government. Overall, these targets cover two areas: (1) green procurement, and 

(2) e-waste, printing units, paper consumption, and green meetings.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the introduction of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of the following: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these Votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts | and II of the Estimates are tabled on or 
before March 1. 


Part Ill — Departmental Expenditure Plans are divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPP) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on 
an organization’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(ies) and planned/expected results, 
including links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide additional details on risk management, 
operational and management priorities, transformational projects and grants and contributions, etc. They are tabled 
in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation- 
dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These 
documents are tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of 
Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPR) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation-dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled three times a 
year, the first document in May, the second in late October and the final in late February. Each Supplementary Estimates 
document is identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. In special circumstances, more than three Supplementary Estimates 
documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
allocation priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of 
accomplishments achieved in DPRs, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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CHAIRPERSON’S MESSAGE 


I am pleased to present the 2011-2012 Report on Plans and Priorities (RPP) for the 
Canadian International Trade Tribunal (the Tribunal). 


The Tribunal’s mandate is to provide the fair, transparent, timely and effective 
disposition of international trade cases, government procurement reviews and other matters in 
various areas of the Tribunal’s jurisdiction. The Tribunal conducts inquiries into complaints 
relating to unfair trading practices (i.e. dumping and subsidizing), requests for protection 
against rapid increases in imports (safeguards) and complaints regarding federal government 
procurement. The Tribunal hears appeals from decisions of the Minister of National Revenue 
under the Excise Tax Act and of the Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) under the 
Customs Act and the Special Import Measures Act (SIMA). In its advisory role, the Tribunal 
undertakes general economic inquiries for the Governor in Council and tariff references for the 
Minister of Finance. The Tribunal’s activities contribute to maintaining a competitive, fair and 
secure marketplace in Canada. 


Global economic trends will influence the Tribunal’s workload in 2011-2012. Since the 
economic recovery is progressing at a slower pace than predicted, the expected increase in trade 
remedies cases could be somewhat muted or delayed in 2011-2012. Nevertheless, procurement 
cases should continue to be a growing line of business for the Tribunal. This trend will be 
influenced both by the continued importance of government procurement to the private sector 
during this period of economic recovery and by an increased awareness of the Tribunal’s 
procurement work. The appeal caseload is also expected to remain high. 


The Tribunal’s main priority for 2011-2012 continues to be the fair, timely and 
effective disposition of cases. In this regard, the Tribunal will continue to invest in its people 
and pursue initiatives aimed at further improving its management practices as well as its ability 
to deliver its legislative mandate. 


In that context, the Tribunal will put in place a mechanism to ensure the effective 
transfer of corporate memory to guarantee normal continuity of operations when faced with 
key staff departures. The Tribunal will maintain its focus on effective planning and rigorous 
management. Of particular note, the Tribunal will continue the modernization of its rules of 
procedure in order to streamline proceedings, reduce the paper burden imposed on parties and 
increase efficiency and transparency while preserving fairness and protection of confidential 
information. Under improved service delivery, the Tribunal’s priority will be to implement the 
modernization of its information technology (IT)/information management (IM) function. It 
will do so by improving its planning, updating its infrastructure and documenting its recovery 
processes. Through these initiatives, the Tribunal will contribute to advancing government 
priorities by enhancing its services to Canadians, improving its accountability and ensuring the 
transparency of its operations.

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SECTION I—TRIBUNAL OVERVIEW 


Raison d’étre 


The Tribunal provides Canadian and international businesses with access to fair, transparent 
and timely processes for the investigation of trade remedies cases and complaints concerning 
federal government procurement and for the adjudication of appeals on customs and excise 
matters. At the request of the Government, the Tribunal provides advice in tariff, trade, 
| commercial and economic matters. 


Responsibilities 


The Tribunal was established in December 1988 under the Canadian International 
Trade Tribunal Act (CITT Act). It acts as an independent, investigative and quasi-judicial 
decision-making body that reports to Parliament through the Minister of Finance. The Tribunal 
also derives authority from SZMA, the Customs Act and the Excise Tax Act. The Tribunal’s 
office is located in Ottawa, Ontario. 


The Tribunal fulfils the following roles within the Government of Canada: 


inquires, under S/MA, into whether dumped or subsidized imports have caused, or 
are threatening to cause, injury to a domestic industry; 


inquires into complaints by potential suppliers concerning procurement by the 
federal government that is covered by the North American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA), the Agreement on Internal Trade, the World Trade Organization (WTO) 
Agreement on Government Procurement, the Canada-Chile Free Trade Agreement 
and the Canada-Peru Free Trade Agreement, 


hears appeals from decisions of the CBSA made under the Customs Act and SIMA 
and of the Minister of National Revenue under the Excise Tax Act; 


inquires into and provides advice on such economic, trade and tariff issues as are 
referred to the Tribunal by the Governor in Council or the Minister of Finance; 


investigates requests from Canadian producers for tariff relief on imported textile 
inputs used in their production operations and makes recommendations to the 
Minister of Finance on the requests; and ; 


undertakes safeguard inquiries into complaints by domestic producers that 
increased imports are causing, or threatening to cause, injury to domestic producers 
and, as directed, makes recommendations to the Government on an appropriate 
remedy.

Risk Analysis 


Operating Environment 


The global economic recovery is proceeding, but is not yet self-sustaining.’ 
Meanwhile, economic activity in Canada, pi and large, has improved as expected due to 
government stimulus and consumer spending.’ Despite this positive momentum, the Canadian 
economy is not immune to the slower recovery being experienced in the United States, its 
largest Bane partner. The U.S. recovery is more modest and is projected to be slower than in 
prior cycles. AS, a result, the pace of Canada’s.recovery has slowed and will be more gradual 
than anticipated.” 


Generally, this type of economic situation translates into an increased workload for the 
Tribunal across its mandate. Experience from prior recessions leads the Tribunal to expect an 
increase in the number of trade remedies cases. However, in light of the slower than expected 
recovery, this increase in trade remedies cases could be somewhat muted or delayed. Workload 
in the remainder of the Tribunal’s mandate is increasing. Government procurement continues 
to be a growing line of business, and the number of procurement cases is expected to continue 
to increase. Similarly, appeal cases are expected to remain at high levels.

In line with the Government’s efforts to reduce expenditures and administrative costs, 
the Tribunal obtained an independent review° of its trade remedies and procurement case 
processes in 2009-2010. Overall, the results were very positive. The review concluded the 
following: the management process properly integrates the roles of the Research Branch, Legal 
Services and the Secretariat, meets legislative requirements and is responsive to the needs of 
members; an effective, rigorous and timely oversight process is in place; and senior 
management regularly deliberates on risk assessments. It also concluded that there are 
appropriate performance measures linked to planned results and legislative requirements. 


However, the review identified two matters for consideration. It recommended that the 
Tribunal document more fully certain of its processes and procedures to enable new staff to 
contribute more effectively and efficiently to the organization. In this regard, the Tribunal has 
reviewed its existing documentation and completed, as a first step, a comprehensive internal 
procedures manual for expiry processes, expiry reviews and interim reviews of trade remedies 
cases. Currently, it is working on an internal procedures manual for appeals of customs and 
excise tax decisions. The next step, planned for 2011-2012, is to prepare an internal procedures 
manual for procurement cases. 


The review also recommended that the Tribunal consider the need for a cost-benefit 
analysis of an integrated and automated case management system in support of trade remedies 
and procurement case processes. The Tribunal is currently reviewing this recommendation. In 
the interim, it is making efforts to further automate its case management system and, wherever 
possible and desirable, to eliminate duplication and foster integration of existing systems. 


Challenges and Key Risks 


The Tribunal faces risks and challenges that could impact on the organization’s ability 
to achieve its mandate. As part of the planning process, a risk assessment is conducted; 
therefore, managers are aware of these risks and challenges. They are expected to take 
appropriate action to mitigate the risks while ensuring the delivery of the Tribunal’s mandate. 
Risks and related strategies are also discussed at regular Executive Committee meetings. 


The following are the three key risks identified in the 2011-2012 planning session. 


1. Ability to manage cases (issuing quality decisions within deadlines) during 
periods of peak workload and economic uncertainty: Managing the workload 
of trade remedies, procurement and appeal cases during peaks in a period of 
economic uncertainty will create pressure on management and staff to deliver 
quality and timely decisions. Risk management strategies relating to resource 
management and case process improvement initiatives will help to mitigate this 
risk.

Processes, March 2010. 
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2. Ability to recruit and train new staff and to transfer corporate memory 
during a period of staff turnover: Recruiting and training new staff and 
transferring corporate memory during this period of staff turnover in key positions 
will create challenges for the organization. Most of the positions require highly 
talented and skilled individuals who may also require formal training before they 
can begin working on the Tribunal’s cases. Transfer of corporate memory by key 
staff leaving the Tribunal is very important for business continuity. The Tribunal’s 
human resources (HR) plan is in place and addresses recruitment and training 
issues facing the Tribunal. Competitions to fill the positions of key retiring senior 
staff are being held well in advance of departures to allow time for an orderly 
transfer of responsibilities and knowledge from incumbents to new appointees. An 
IM action plan is currently being developed to ensure timely access to case and 
corporate information. 


3. Ability to maintain an up-to-date IT infrastructure, efficient client service and 
proper recovery processes during a period of reinvestment: The Auditor 
General’s 2010 report on aging infrastructure and the latest MAF assessment report 
provided the Tribunal’s management with an overview of the areas of its IT 
function that are at risk. To mitigate the risks associated with IT, the Tribunal plans 
to invest in planning, to renew its infrastructure and to document its procedures.

* In 2007-2008, the Tribunal replaced its aging hearing room audio system for a total 
actual cost of nearly $340,000. 


¢ From 2009-2010 to 2011-2012, the Tribunal received additional funding to cover 
an operating budget shortfall resulting from an expected post-recession increase in 
caseload. The funding increase is $525,000 for 2009-2010, $2.1 million for 
2010-2011 and $1.575 million for 2011-2012.

In its quasi-judicial role, the Tribunal inquires into trade-related complaints (i.e. dumping, 
subsidizing and safeguards) and complaints regarding federal government procurement. The 
Tribunal hears appeals from decisions of the Minister of National Revenue under the Excise 
Tax Act and of the CBSA under the Customs Act and SIMA. 


Planning Highlights: In order to achieve the expected result for its quasi-judicial role, the 
Tribunal plans to undertake the following activities: 


* Modernization of the Tribunal’s Rules of Procedure: The Tribunal will continue to 
review its Rules of Procedure in order to streamline proceedings, reduce the paper burden 
imposed on parties, and increase efficiency and transparency while preserving fairness 
and protection of confidential information. The Tribunal has now completed the first part 
of the rules (rules of general application), and the review of its rules pertaining to appeal 
cases will soon be completed. In 2011-2012, the Tribunal will complete its review of the 
tules pertaining to procurement and S/MA cases, and a complete, consolidated text 
containing all proposed amendments will be finalized and presented to stakeholders. This 
initiative, which already benefits from the input and participation of the Tribunal’s 
stakeholders, will contribute to the Tribunal’s main objective of processing cases within 
legislative and internal deadlines, maintaining quality standards and making sound 
decisions. 


* Writing of Procedures Manuals: In 2011-2012, the Tribunal will continue to document 
its internal procedures manual for appeals from customs and excise tax decisions. It will 
also prepare an internal procedures manual for procurement cases.

Internal Services are groups of related activities and resources that are administered to support 
the needs of the program and other corporate obligations of an organization. Internal Services 
include only those activities and resources that apply across an organization and not to those 
provided specifically to a program. 


The Tribunal’s planning highlights for Internal Services include the following. 


* Transfer of Corporate Memory: Faced with future key staff departures, the Tribunal’s 
challenge is to ensure the effective transfer of corporate memory to ensure normal 
continuity of operations. To meet its challenges, the Tribunal has approved an HR plan 
that incorporates attracting and developing top talent while ensuring the transfer of 
corporate memory. In key positions, transition plans are put in place to allow time for an 
orderly transfer of responsibilities and knowledge. The Tribunal plans to develop a new 
learning management framework to provide its staff with a comprehensive tool for 
learning. This initiative complements the plan to develop an orientation program to 
accelerate the integration of new staff into the organization and their acquisition of 
knowledge. In support of the learning framework, the Tribunal is investing more in the 
documentation of processes and procedures, in staff seminars and in the improvement of 
its IM systems. An IM action plan to manage corporate files is currently being developed 
and will be implemented in 2011-2012. 


* Modernizing the IT Function: The Tribunal will start modernizing its IT function in 
2011-2012 by improving its planning, updating its infrastructure and documenting its 
recovery processes. Also, the Tribunal will continue to integrate its IM function with the 
IT function to improve IM services to employees and to enhance the protection of 
corporate memory. |

The estimated total net cost of operations for the Tribunal for fiscal year 2011-2012 is 
$14.111 million, which include $2.833 million of services rendered without charge. It is 
anticipated that the total will be allocated as follows: $8.890 million, or 63 percent of total net 
cost of operations, for the Tribunal’s main program activity, which is the adjudication of trade 
cases; $141,000, or 1 percent of total net cost of operations, for general economic inquiries and 
references; and $5.080 million, or 36 percent of total net cost of operations, for internal 
services. 


It should be noted that the Tribunal operates in a centralized environment where many 
costs normally assumed by line managers are covered by corporate services and are not 
reallocated to individual program activities (e.g. desktop computers, printers, cellular 
telephones, furniture and equipment, supplies, printing, messenger services and 
telecommunications).

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the introduction of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of the following: 


Part I— The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending i 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 

these Votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled on or 

before March 1. 


Part I] — Departmental Expenditure Plans are divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPP) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on 
an organization’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(ies) and planned/expected results, 
including links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide additional details on risk management, 
operational and management priorities, transformational projects and grants and contributions, etc. They are tabled 
in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation- 
dependent departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These 
documents are tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of 
Commons pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPR) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board . 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation-dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (Votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled three times a 
year, the first document in May, the second in late October and the final in late February. Each Supplementary Estimates 
document is identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. In special circumstances, more than three Supplementary Estimates 
documents can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
allocation priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of 
accomplishments achieved in DPRs, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

Chairman’s Message 


| am pleased to present the Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications 
Commission’s (CRTC’s) Report on Plans and Priorities for 2011-2012. This document 
details some of the activities the Commission will undertake to ensure its regulatory 
frameworks encourage consumer choice and promote competition among service 
providers. 


The landscape of the Canadian broadcasting industry has changed significantly in recent 
years, particularly as a result of ownership consolidation. Given the presence of large, 
vertically integrated companies, the CRTC will hold a public hearing to review the 
safeguards it has created to prevent anti-competitive behaviour in the marketplace. We 
will seek to ensure that negotiations between broadcasting distributors and television 
programmers are conducted in accordance with good commercial practices. 


In March 2010, the CRTC extended the licences of the major public and private 
television broadcasters for one year. Our next task is to hold proceedings to renew these 
broadcasters’ licences and set programming commitments for the next few years. In 
particular, we will have an opportunity to discuss with the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation how its television and radio services can encourage and promote Canadian 
expression in a digital environment. 


The CRTC is also committed to ensuring a smooth transition to digital television on 
August 31, 2011. After listening to the industry’s concerns, we determined that local 
television stations in major centres—as well as those operating on channels 52-69 
across the country—will be expected to make the transition. It is imperative that affected 
consumers are informed of the changes to their television services. The CRTC will ask 
broadcasters to develop a national education initiative that addresses this need. 


During the fall parliamentary session, the government passed Bill C-28, which aims to 
reduce the volume of unwanted commercial electronic messages and harmful computer 
programs that Canadians receive. Under the law, the CRTC has obtained important new 
investigative and enforcement responsibilities to help curb spam. We will continue to 
make the necessary preparations to enforce this legislation, alongside our partners at 
Industry Canada, the Competition Bureau and the Office of the Privacy Commissioner. 


Finally, the evolution and convergence of the communications industry have forced 
regulators to re-examine their traditional approaches. The CRTC is committed to 
meeting this challenge. Where possible, we will streamline rules and explore new 
regulatory concepts and tools to better serve the interests of Canadians. We also look 
forward to supporting the government's forthcoming strategy for the digital economy.

Section I: Departmental Overview 


Raison d’étre 


The Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission (CRTC) is an 
independent public authority that regulates and supervises the Canadian broadcasting 
and telecommunications systems in the public interest, according to the policy objectives 
established in the Broadcasting Act of 1991 and the Telecommunications Act of 1993. 


The CRTC seeks to balance the needs of Canadians and those of the communications 
industry. Through its regulatory function, the CRTC addresses various economic, social 
and cultural issues related to the communications industry. Some examples include 
fostering: 


e acompetitive marketplace in which Canadian communications enterprises create 
jobs and value for Canadians 

e Canada’s linguistic duality and cultural diversity 

e enhanced accessibility for people with disabilities, such as closed captioning for 
the hearing impaired and described video for the visually impaired, and 

e the development of mechanisms to address concerns, such as abusive 
comments or violence in the broadcast media, or excessive rates for telephone 
services. 


Responsibilities 


The CRTC exists under the authority of the Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission Act of 1985. The CRTC’s mandate is governed by the 
Broadcasting Act of 1991 and the Telecommunications Act of 1993. 


The Broadcasting Act seeks to ensure that Canadians have access to a wide variety of 
high-quality Canadian programming. The Telecommunications Act seeks to ensure that 
Canadians have access to reliable, high-quality telephone and telecommunications 
services at affordable prices. 


The CRTC fulfills its responsibilities through a number of interrelated activities such as: 


consulting and informing Canadians through its website and public processes 
issuing, renewing and amending licences for broadcasting undertakings 
making determinations on mergers, acquisitions and changes of ownership 
approving tariffs and certain agreements for the telecommunications industry 
monitoring and removing obstacles to competition 

resolving competitive disputes 

researching, developing and implementing regulatory policies 

monitoring, assessing and reviewing the programming and financial obligations 
of broadcasting undertakings, and 

e administering the National Do Not Call List and enforcing the related rules. 


The CRTC works diligently to ensure the communications sector is regulated fairly, 
effectively and efficiently, and in a manner that fosters increased reliance on market 
forces. It endeavours to keep its regulatory policies current by taking into account 
emerging technologies and market developments, as well as evolving consumer 
interests. 


In addition, the CRTC’s activities are guided by the following four principles: timeliness, 
transparency, fairness and predictability. 


As a federal organization, the CRTC reports to Parliament through the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage and Official Languages. The CRTC is listed in Schedule 1.1 of the 
Financial Administration Act. |ts budget and employees are subject to Government of 
Canada policies and guidelines, which ensure excellence and accountability to 
Canadians.

Risk Analysis 


In planning its activities for 2011-2012, the CRTC recognizes that its ability to achieve 
expected results depends on many factors, some of which are beyond its control. The 
CRTC can count on its strengths, but it also faces a number of challenges and threats. 
For example, in a rapidly transforming global communications environment, the CRTC 
must keep abreast of new developments and adapt quickly. This frenetic pace can 
stretch resource. 


Below are lists of the CRTC’s principal strengths and opportunities, and the challenges 
and threats it expects to face in the next three years. 


Strengths and opportunities 


e Changes in technology and the industry give the Canadian communications sector an 
opportunity to produce high-quality Canadian content and develop next-generation 
infrastructure. 

e As the broadcasting industry makes the transition to digital, Canadians will have 
access to a wider choice of technologically superior television and radio 
programming. 

e Through the Local Programming Improvement Fund, television stations in Canada’s 
non-metropolitan markets have access to funds that help maintain and improve the 
quality of local programming. 

e The CRTC’s new policies for community television and campus and community radio 
provide Canadians with opportunities to access the broadcasting system and 
enhance programming diversity. These policies make strong contributions to the 
achievement of the objectives established in the Broadcasting Act. 
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e Recent improvements to the 911 system have increased safety for Canadians across 
Canada. 

e As broadcasting and telecommunications-industry stakeholders implement the 
requirements of the new accessibility policy, many opportunities will arise to improve 
services for Canadians with disabilities. 

e Existing Memoranda of Understanding between the CRTC and other governmental 
departments will help eliminate duplication and promote information-sharing between 
departments. 

e The CRTC's converged Rules of Practice and Procedure create opportunities for 
increased organizational responsiveness. 

e The CRTC has asked the Federal Court of Appeal to review whether it has the 
jurisdiction to implement a regime for negotiated value for signal. The Court’s decision 
will provide clarity regarding the Commission’s legal authority under the Broadcasting 
Act. 

e The CRTC is forging meaningful relationships with Canadian and international 
regulators and policy-makers to benefit from best practices. 


Challenges and threats - 


e The business models of conventional television stations that are involved in the 
production and broadcast of Canadian content are under strain. In addition to 
pressures created by the current global economic context, broadcasters must deal 
with factors such as audience fragmentation across regulated and unregulated 
platforms. 

e Ensuring compliance with regulations and conditions of licence is one of the 
Commission’s key challenges. The CRTC must also be responsive to the rapidly 
changing technological and economic environment and keep pace with change. 
Additional powers and tools to ensure compliance would enable the CRTC to provide 
maximum benefit for Canadians. 

e Challenges such as public awareness must still be met to ensure a smooth transition 
to digital television on August, 31, 2011. 

-e Regulating the converging broadcasting and telecommunications sectors in a manner 
that fulfills the policy objectives of the Broadcasting Act and Telecommunications Act 
poses a growiny challenge for the CRTC. 

e The CRTC must devote increased resources to perform activities related to the 
National Do Not Call List (DNCL), including investigation and enforcement. No long- 
term funding has been identified for these activities. Without additional funding, the 
CRTC will not be able to discharge its statutory responsibilities with respect to the 
National DNCL after March 31, 2011. 

¢ New legislation, such as the anti-spam legislation, has given the CRTC new statutory 
responsibilities and job requirements, which necessitate additional skills and 
expertise. 

e From time to time, the CRTC is called on by the Governor-in-Council to address 
issues on a priority basis. To respond to these requests, the CRTC needs to 
reconsider its planned activities. As a result, some elements presented in this report 
could be postponed or cancelled. 

e Nearly 30 percent of the CRTC's workforce is eligible to retire in the next five years. 
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Expenditure Profile 


For 2011-12 fiscal year, the CRTC plans to spend $53.8 million to meet the expected 
results of its program activities and contribute to its strategic outcome. This amount 
represents an increase of $0.6 million—approximately 1.1%—compared to 2010-11.

Total spending includes all Parliamentary appropriation and revenue sources: Main 
Estimates, Supplementary Estimates, Treasury Board Vote transfers and revenues from 
Part | broadcasting licence fees and telecommunications fees. The figures also include 
operating budget carry-forward adjustments. 


For 2007-08 and 2008-09, the Commission received temporary funding to address 
increased workload related to its legislative and regulatory responsibilities. Details on the 
approved increases and the related billing impact for broadcasting and 
telecommunication industries are noted in Broadcasting Circular CRTC 2007-9 and 
Telecom Circular CRTC 2007-18, dated December 21, 2007. 


The amount for fiscal year 2009-10 includes the Main Estimates and Supplementary 


Estimate amounts (i.e. authorized budget carry-forward and the temporary funding 
received for the activities related to the National Do Not Call List). 
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For 2010-11, the forecasted spending includes the Main Estimates and Supplementary 
Estimate amounts (i.e. authorized budget carry-forward, the temporary funding received 
for the activities related to the National Do Not Call List and the funding for the Act to 
promote the efficiency and adaptability of the Canadian economy by regulating certain 
activities that discourage reliance on electronic means of carrying out commercial 
activities). 


For 2011-12 to 2013-14, the total spending corresponds to the planned vote-netted 
revenues’, statutory appropriation related to employee benefit plans and budgetary 
appropriation received for the Act to promote the efficiency and adaptability of the 
Canadian economy by regulating certain activities that discourage reliance on electronic 
means of carrying out commercial activities. Supplementary funding, carry-forward 
adjustments and funding for the National Do Not Call List are unknown at this point and 
therefore not reflected.

The Commission has been 
granted vote-netting authority by Treasury Board and Parliament. Vote-netting is a means of funding 
selected government programs or activities whereby Parliament authorizes a department or agency to 
apply revenues towards costs directly incurred for specific activities. The Part | broadcasting licence fees 
and the telecommunications fees are used to finance the Commission’s operating budget. Starting in 
2010-11 those activities that are related to the Act to promote the efficiency and adaptability of the 
Canadian economy by regulating certain activities that discourage reliance on electronic means of 
carrying out commercial activities will be funded through appropriations and will not be recovered through 
CRTC fees.

Planning Highlights: Broadcasting Sector 


Implementation of the Broadcasting Distribution Undertaking and Specialty Services 
Policy 

In 2008, the CRTC set out new policies to ensure its regulatory frameworks for cable and 
satellite companies and specialty and pay television services are appropriate for a multi- 
platform digital environment. The majority of changes will come into effect on August 31, 
2011, a date that coincides with the transition from analog to digital television. The CRTC 
continues to implement these policies in preparation for the deadline. The updated 
regulatory framework will ensure that Canadians have access to a greater choice of high- 
quality Canadian programming. 


CBC/SRC Licence Renewals 

In 2011—2012, the CRTC will undertake a public process to renew the licences of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation/Société Radio-Canada’s radio and television 
services for the first time in more than 10 years. The public consultation will allow for a 
broad discussion on the role of the national public broadcaster in the digital environment. 


Accessibility Policy 
As television and radio licences are issued and renewed in the next two years, the 


CRTC will implement the requirements and follow up on the processes established in its 
regulatory policy on the accessibility of broadcasting and telecommunications services to 
persons with disabilities. Activities under this program will ensure, for example, improved 
access for persons with disabilities to described video and closed captioning. 


New Policies for Community Television and Community and Campus Radio 


In 2010, the CRTC issued new policies for community television and community and 
campus radio. The CRTC will implement the revised policies through conditions of 
licence and changes to the Radio Regulations, the Television Broadcasting Regulations 
and the Broadcasting Distribution Regulations. These policies will ensure that the 
community-broadcasting sector makes a strong contribution to the achievement of the 
Broadcasting Act's objectives. 


Local Programming Improvement Fund (LPIF) 
In 2009-2010, the CRTC established the LPIF to maintain local television programming 


in non-metropolitan television markets across Canada. In 2011—2012, the CRTC will 
continue to support the administration of the LPIF by assessing applications for 
contribution exemptions and funding eligibility. 
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Monitoring 
In 2011-2012, the CRTC will monitor the financial and market performance of the 


Canadian communications industry and its participants. 


In addition, the Commission will oversee the development of reporting requirements for 
new media broadcasting services. The CRTC will work with the New Media Reporting 
Working Group to identify appropriate definitions and metrics, which will facilitate the 
development of standardized criteria and measurement tools by the industry. In its policy 
for new media broadcasting services, the CRTC recognized that it is necessary to 
monitor new media broadcasting to gauge its growing importance within the Canadian 
broadcasting system. 


Benefits for Canadians 


The broadcasting industry is an essential element of the Canadian economy. It is also a 
pillar of the cultural, information and entertainment landscapes. Although the global 
economic downturn put pressure on the industry, Canadians continue to realize 
important benefits, such as: 
e more than 32,700 jobs 
new mechanisms that support local programming 
timely and efficient complaints-resolution mechanisms 
a diversity of voices within the Canadian communications industry 
enhanced access by persons with disabilities to television programming 
better and increased access to television programming in digital and high- 
definition formats 
a flexible and forward-looking regulatory framework that responds to evolving 
consumer needs and industry realities, and 
e access to high-quality, diverse Canadian programming from the private, public 
and community elements of the Canadian broadcasting system.

Planning Highlights: Telecommunications Sector 


National Do Not Call List (DNCL) 
In 2008, the CRTC launched the National DNCL to reduce the number of unwanted 


telemarketing calls and help ensure the privacy of Canadians. In 2011—2012, the CRTC 
will: 
e manage the National DNCL Operator 
e submit an annual report to Parliament 
e investigate complaints and enforce the Unsolicited Telecommunications Rules, 
and 
e educate consumers and telemarketers about the National DNCL and the 
associated rules. 


Action Plans for Reviewing Regulatory Measures 
In 2007-2008, the CRTC established action plans to review existing regulatory 


measures in light of the government's policy direction to rely as much as possible on 
market forces. Since then, the Commission has reviewed most of the regulatory 
measures identified in the action plans. 


In 2011-2012, the Commission will launch proceedings to review the remaining 
measures, which include the network-interconnection regime, consumer billing 
statements and inside wiring repair. 


Accessibility Policy 
In 2011-2012, the CRTC will implement the requirements for telecommunications 


service providers and initiate the follow-up processes established in the regulatory policy 
concerning the accessibility of broadcasting and telecommunications services. Activities 
under this program will ensure, among other things, improved access for persons with 
disabilities to relay services, mobile wireless handsets and customer information and 
support. 
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Monitoring Activities 
In 2011-2012, the CRTC will monitor the financial and market performance of the 


Canadian communications industry and its participants, as well as the deployment of 
broadband facilities and capabilities. The CRTC will assess the extent to which 
Canadians have access to advanced telecommunications services, particularly mobile 
broadband services. The CRTC will continue to work with Statistics Canada to 
streamline data-reporting requirements and procedures. The CRTC will also release its 
annual Communications Monitoring Report. 


Dispute Resolution 


The CRTC’s role in resolving disputes is expected to grow as competition increases ina 
converged environment with less regulation and greater reliance on market forces. 
Parties are encouraged to resolve their differences through bilateral negotiations, private 
third-party mediation or arbitration, or other means. If they are unable to resolve matters 
independently, parties may approach the CRTC for staff-assisted mediation, final-offer 
arbitration or expedited hearings. Streamlined dispute-resolution tools contribute to a 
more effective, predictable and efficient regulatory framework for stakeholders, and 
improved services to Canadians. 


Benefits for Canadians 


The CRTC oversees more than 1,000 telecommunications service providers, including 
wireline and wireless telephone companies. The CRTC is working closely with 
government and industry to ensure that Canadians fully benefit from the new digital 
economy. 


e Canadians’ confidence in electronic commerce and the Internet will increase 
as a result of the CRTC’s enforcement activities under the anti-spam 
legislation. 

e Canadians will continue to enjoy innovative telecommunications services 
through an efficient interconnection regime and rules mandating access to 
high-speed Internet networks. 

e As the National DNCL enters its third year, efficient investigative and 
enforcement processes will result in increased compliance with the rules and 
privacy for Canadians. 

e The review of the Commissioner for Complaints for Telecommunications 
Services will result in more robust industry self-regulation mechanisms in 
markets that the CRTC no longer regulates.

Planning Highlights: Internal Services 


Enhanced Information Technology (IT) Management 


The CRTC will continue to harmonize its IT planning process to reduce complexity, 
promote system integration and optimize service delivery. Through various initiatives, 
the CRTC will improve its electronic-communication capabilities, implement an 
integrated case-management system, increase Canadians’ access to a broad range of 
information and update its IT risk-management program and governance model. 


Public Service Renewal 

Nearly 30 percent of the Commission’s workforce is eligible to retire in the next five 
years. As a result, the CRTC has enacted a three-year strategic human resources plan 
to recruit, develop and retain employees with the skills, knowledge and expertise 
necessary to support the CRTC. The Commission will continue with important initiatives 
such as leadership-development training, job standardization, employee orientation and 
professional development and training. The CRTC has also launched an intensive 
review of its internal processes to ensure that they are current and meet the needs of the 
organization and its stakeholders. 


Greening of Public Hearing Processes 
The CRTC will continue to offer online access to all files related to public its hearings 


and all Commission staff will be able to access hearing documents electronically through 
its new e-hearing tool. It will also adopt a revised method for the secure submission and 
distribution of official documentation via the CRTC website. Teleconferencing and 
videoconferencing services are being used extensively for Commission meetings. These 
initiatives will enable the CRTC to reduce costs and provide faster, more efficient and 
environmentally responsible services to the public. 


The CRTC has adopted these and other initiatives to help minimize costs and reduce its 
environmental footprint. They are in keeping with the government's cost-containment 
measures included in Budget 2010 and the Treasury Board of Canada Secretariat's 
directive on spending for travel, hospitality and conferences. 
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Benefits for Canadians 


The pace of technological change within Canada’s communications industry continues to 
increase rapidly. The CRTC is adapting to this changing environment through the 
introduction of a number of initiatives including: 
e new processes to allow for faster and more efficient access to Commission 
information 
e streamlined and converged rules that will be better adapted to new technologies 
and an increasingly integrated communications industry. 
e improved electronic communications capabilities to allow for better service and 
access for Canadians, and 
e greener practices to reduce costs, enhance effectiveness and reduce 
environmental impact.
